A timely word is due for the support, by Jews, of the appeal 
that has been made for funds to purchase the “ Codex Sinaiticus.” 
Although, as we recently mentioned, the importance of this 
manuscript of the Bible for the study of the Hebrew Bible is largely 
indirect, and some three-fifths of the “ Old’ Testament are missing, 
nevertheless it materially assists in the reconstruction of the text 
of the Greek version known as the Septuagint, which in turn is 
invaluable for the interpretation of the original Hebrew text. But 
it is on wider grounds that we rest our plea for Jewish support 
for its acquisition. As the People of the Book, a manuscript 
go helpful to Bible study must make a special call to Jewish 
generosity. As citizens of this country, whose subjects are 
rearéd in reverence for the Bible, and whose outlook is 
shaped so largely by Bible teaching, that call acquires a double 
strength ; for the Bible is a precious link between the British Jew 
and non-Jew, and a symbol of spiritual kinship which our people 
thould do all in their power to preserve intact and untarnished. 
Dr. Weizmann remarked recently that it was more than an accident 
that Great britain was offering to buy the Bible manuscript, 
at high cost, at this particular moment. He was referring, of 
course, to the derision cast on the “Old”. Testament in Germany, 
the attempt to suppress it,-as well as to prune the Christian 
Testament. Is not the British gesture one which Jews may respect, 
and would it not be a graceful act if they contributed to its material 
success ? Only £50,000 is asked, but barely £9,000 has so far been 
received. It is, perhaps, not irrelevant to recall that when appeals 
were made for the funds for the preservation of Westminster Abbey 
and St. Paul’s Cathedral substantial offerings were forthcoming 
from Jews onthe ground of regard for their Christian fellow-citizens 
Something of that spirit might well be captured by our Community

Mr. Knox reports to the 
League that “the disguised boycotting and persecution of Jews and 
of persons not yet ‘co-ordinated ° (gleichgeschaltet) has led to almost 
daily complaints.” Even the Jewish children seem to have been 
pressed into the army of victims, in accordance with the wicked Nazi 
precedent, and the report states that at the request of the Jewish 
community the Commission has even been compelled to open a 
special school for them. Let it be remembered that there is nothing 
in the Versailles Treaty which enables the League to impose condi- 
tions of civic equality, if and when the Saar is restored to Germany. 
The local Jews will just go over into bondage, or flee the frontier, 
to join the refugees already on the hands of their coreligionists in 
other lands. There are no minorities treaties to protect them, no 
arrangement such as was set-up in the case of Upper Silesia. 
What is the League of Nations going to do about it? Surely 
it will shrink from the work of consigning thousands more 
Jews to the tender mercies of the Nazi purgatory, and adding a 
fresh area to the extensive enclave of Nazi savagery? Even the 
German population of the Saar appear now to be doubtful of the 
desirability of linking their destiny with Hitler and his myrmidons. 
Until the advent of the Nazis, according to the SUNDAY TIMES writer, 
there could have been no question that a plebiscite would have 
gone strongly in favour of a return to Germany, nor is it doubtful, 
he adds, that in the event of a restoration of political freedom 
in Germany, any plebiscite would have the same result. But to-day, 
he says, the inhabitants of the Saar are looking to the League 
Council and especially to Great Britain, for protection from the fate 
that must await many of them if a plebiscite is held while Hitlerist 
terrorism lasts. In these circumstances, we suggest there should 
be no thought of hurrying the plebiscite; and surrendering 
to Nazi brutality. And it should be made reasonably possible 
that the ballot is conducted, as prescribed by the Treaty, in 
such a way as.to ensure the freedom and secrecy of the 
poll. But in any case the Saar once again confronts civilised 
Europe with the problem of racial discrimination in an acute form. 
The Powers cannot but be conscious of the fact that it is not only 
there but in Austria, too, that the extension of Nazism is threatened, 
and that the same methods of violent usurpation are enforced in 


- both instances, and the same peril presented to the Jewish population. 


Civilised nations may plead impotence, but they could not free 
themselves from moral complicity in a moral crime if they cold- 
hloodedly delivered the Jews of one or both territories to the Nazt 
oppression without one determined effort to save them. 


“Hurrah for the Blackshirts!” 

Lord Rothermere has publicly blessed the Blackshirts and Iaid 
the DaiLy MAIL as an offering at their feet. What Sir Oswald 
Mosley thinks of the votive sacrifice we do not know, for, so far, he 
has ‘made no sign—perhaps oat of a shrewd suspicion that the 
offering may not be as valuable as Lord Rothermere thinks. 
But, from now onwards, we must rank his lordship as an out- 
and-out Fascist, sick of Parliaments, and of Government by men 
over sixty. Being bhimselfin the middle sixties, he says, he knows how 
stealthily and steadily that sevelith decade saps one’s powers and 
stiffens one’s prejudices. And as he has been to Naziland, and has 
found it one of the best governed countries in Europe to-day, bis

‘The trouble is that there are several competing brands of 
Fascism. There is Sir Oswald's, which says that it does not fight

for the Jew’s blood. And there is that self-same fourth which quite 
agrees that the Jew, as such, has nothing to:do with the whole 
rumpus at all. How does Lord Rothermere view this feud in the 
Fascist camp? Which one is the real true-blue (or true-black) 
bearer of the Hitleris$ gospel? And what is the exact. way in 
are going to redeem this poor old country 
when they get the power? We can't tell. We don’t know. The 
other day, a member of the second group, Mr. Serocold Skeels, who 
is sixty-three, and who ts said to have assured a German audience that 
“ we fight with Hitler against the Jews,’ but who appears-to have 
severed his connection with Group 2 and joined Group 4, wa 
mlopted by Group 4 as its candidate in an impending by-election.

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He “ Loves the Jews!” 

Another cleric has recently put on the ‘gloves as an apologist 
for Hitler, and has done so with a fury which has provided the local 
Press with rows of headlines and himself with considerable 
notoriety. This gentleman is the Rev. L. A. Ewart, M.A., the Vicar 
of Earls Barton, Northamptonshire, and he began his campaign with 
a sermon. From a pulpit dedicated to human love, he bespattered 
German Jewry with mud, and went near to preaching incitement. 
The heartless usurious arrogance of German Jewry to Christian 
debtors before the War, he told the worshippers, their callous dis. 
regard of national interests and shameless profiteering at the 
public's expense throughout Germany's long-drawn economic 
ngony, aroused widespread indignation. The «Jews had every 
reason to be devoutly grateful to Hitler for protecting their 
lives. There were good and bad Jews. Jews had been cruelly 
persecuted in all parts of the world, and they knew how to perse- 
cute others. They persecuted St. Paul, and they crucified Chiist. 
if they sowed the seeds of bitterness, hatred, Communism and 
Hols..evism, they must be satisfied with the whirlwind crop they 
produced. The unscrupulous international Jew had been boring and 
burrowing away beneath the foundations of- the Christian faith and 
their civilisation for many vears. Now it was time England called 
a halt. He could prove that Jesus was not aJew. He quoted “an 
Koglish journalist in Cermany”™ (who?) as saying that he saw 
crowds of Jews laughing and talking everywhere in Berlin and 
looking perfectly happy and contented.

_authgrities in Germany vouch for,” was dehied. He was not “Hitler's 
champion.” If definite proof had been laid before him of Germany's 


persecution of the Jews, authorised or supported by Hitler or the: 


German authorities, his voice would have been as strong as any in 
denunciation of such methods. In fact—antiquated jest !—he “ loved 
the Jews.” “Some of his dearest friends on earth were Jews” ; and 
so on and so on, through columns of claptrap. 


Now we feel that it is quite useless to bandy arguments with 
this reverend gentleman. But we would ask four questions. (1) Does 
this cleric suppose that he is furthering the sacred Cause he is 
appointed to preach by indulgence in mud-throwing against Jews 
in the pulpit and the press? (2) Has he read the speech of his 
spiritual chief, the Archbishop of Canterbury, at the Queen's Hal! ? 
(3) If allis so rosy in Germany why is not the iron hand of the 
censorship relaxed? and (4) Why has no news~-of the fight of the 
German pastors against the paganisation by Nazis of their Church 
been allowed to find its way into print, and the people been per. 
mitted to know whatis happening to its faith? “I have had many 
invitations to Germany,” he says, “and I have been offered a free 
hand to investigate when and where I will. Only this morning | 
had a letter from Dr. E. Sedgwick Hanfstaengl, a most important 
Government official, and an intimate friend of Hitler. ‘Wa. shall 
be delighted if you can find time to come to Berlin,’ he says.” We 
shouid say so! Mr. Ewart ought to go there—and remain there, in 
his spiritual home! The “ German Christians’ might offer him a 
triumphal welcome ! 


Boycott Them! 

The Berlin Philharmonic Orchestra arrives next Sunday for a 
week's tour in this country. We hope that the Jews of Britain will 
make it plain that, so far as they are concerned, the Orchestra is not 
wanted and will be ignored. This does not mean that they are to 
enter a public protest, or engage in disturbances, on the model of 
the deplorable demonstration against the German actor, Wernher 
Kraus: Such proceedings would only dishonour the Community, and 
defeat the end in view. What we have to give the Berlin Philhar- 
monic Orchestra to understand is that Jews will have no truck with 
the musical representatives of a nation which barbarously ill-treats 
their Jewish fellow-musicians on the sole ground of race, and which 
extends the same savage treatment to Jews in other branches of the 
national life. The conductor of the Berlin Orchestra, Dr. Wilhelm 
Furtwingler, is described as “an ardent supporter" of the new 
German Reich. As “the Music Dictator of Germany,” and “ the 
sole and decisive arbiter of what shall and shall not-be heard by an 
entire nation,” he symbolises the whole regime of racial bigotry 
which has already brought German music and the German theatre 
low. The orchestra's industrious publicity agent has broadcast 


reports of Dr. Furtwiingler's championship of the German-Jewish 
musicians. He has, we are told, insisted on retaining under 
his baton all the Jews who were with him before the Nazis 
bludgeoned their way to power. But those who had not that 
good fortune are presumably debarred, and, in any case, we 
have no use for a system which only admits a few Jews to 
an orchestra on sufferance and by special favour or inffiénce. It is 
no good telling us that music has nothing to do with politics. We 
agree. But the argument had better be addressed to the barbarians 
at Berlin. Dr. Furtwingler himself invited distinguished Jewish 
soloists to appear with his orchestra. They one and all refused. 
Many non-Jewish artists, headed by Toscanini, have taken a similar 
attitude. As Jews, we in this country can, and will, do no less. 
There are plenty of good English orchestras to support. Jewish music 
lovers will Keep their patronage for the concerts which Hubermanu 
is planning on behalf of Hitler's victims. As far as they are con- 
cerned, the Philharmonic Orchestra and‘its Nazi Dictator of Music 
can go back to Berlin--and report to their masters. 


“A Question of Public Policy.” 

Ina recent issue we ventured to suggest that Mr. M. H. Davis, 
the President of the Federation of Synagogues should, in the 
public interest, which he nonourably desires to serve, return the 
cheque for £1,000 which the Burial Society of the Federation 
awarded him in appreciation of his services. We do not know 
whether any action on these lines has been taken. If it has, 
we unreservedly commend it. If nothing, however, has been 
determined on, or is contemplated, we would again urge on all 
those concerned to take steps to relieve the public mind on the 
matter, so that the Communal administration should not be 
rendered anxious by the creation of a precedent gravelw lable to 
abuse by unscrupulous imitators.

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Turn on the Lights! 


HAVE been waiting to see what reaction would be produced 

by the recent spoken and printed warnings about the financial 
laxity alleged to prevail among some of our communal institu- 
tions. The reaction has been disappointing. In fact, it has 
heen so negligible as to be hardly noticeable. One indefatigable 
gentleman did propose that the Deputies should start a system 
of charities registration so as to keep the unruly bodies in 
order. But it was “turned down flat’-—-no doubt for good 
reasons. What then? Nothing-—-so far as mortal eve can see. 
The old inertiq resumes possession. ~ Yet a little sleep, a little 
slumber, a little folding of the hands to sleep.” And, as the wise 
man added, “so shall thy poverty come as one that travelleth, 
and thy want as an armed man.” Every day the Community 
erews Thore and more of a whispering gallery. The names of 
this and that institution are bandied from lip to lip. Imagina. 
ition is stimulated by what it feeds on. The just and the 
unjust are involved in a common fate. And-—-nothing is 
done. Some of us shudder at the thought of public exposures. 


Would the resultant evil be greater than that which must come 
from the hush-hush policy, or the habit of masterly inactivity ? 
Would it not be better to clear up the whole position and let us all 
know just what the size of the trouble ts, big or small, than to allow 
a running sore to exist unchecked and to poison the public con- 
fidence in the entire administration of communal funds? 


|B is now well.over a vear since I first called attention in this 

column to the gossip and innuendo then current. Since 
ihen, this readiness to accuse and the freedom of hole-and-corner 
instiintions to go their own way, have remained untouched. Very 
little light illumines the dark places. A case might one day arise in 
which an institution makes whining appeals for support, while its 
income is misapplied by its Honorary Officers. Does the Community 
grasp the peril to its good name and the whole financial structure of 
its complicated philanthropic system that is entailed in such a possi 
bility ? Obviously, if a paid official in such circumstances should go 
wrong, it would be difficult to blame him. Indeed, it would be quite 
impossible to bring him to book because the men to do so would be 
his own superiors and they might shirk their own exposure. Again, 
the allegation is made that Committees and officials are sometimes 
too much of a family affair. Treasurers -are appointed who 
take no serious or systematic interest in their duties, even 
if they are competent to do so, which some of them, | hear, are 
not. Reports and Balance-sheets are belated—if they are not entirely 
missing. And, to sum it up, there is a looseness in the conduct of 
some of our institutions which may steadily weaken them all, good 
and bad alike, ifthe matter is not taken in hand. Pressing financial 
need, fear, Rachmanut and a go-as-you-please spirit, all combine, in 
some cases, to make a mockery of strict administrative standards. 
You may say the reports are exaggerated. I hope they are—though 
some of the “things said” lately pass beyond the ordinary 
circles of the suspect and have moved me to these new alarums. 
but if | am exaggerating 1 make no excuse, because only by 
iterating and reiterating the allegations made can our Community 
be got to investigate them, to measure their degree of truth, and to 
to take the steps that the circumstances may demand. 


HE call is to our prominent co-religionists, and also to some of 

the institutions that vote subsidies to smaller organisations. 

i have heard of one instance at least in which those subsidies were 
withdrawn in a spirit of dissatisfaction. I would venture to suggest 
that that was bolting the door after the animal had gone, The 
supervision that the institution should have received ought to have 
been so close and continuous that ground for action would never 
have arisen. And as for our prominent men, why do so many of 
ihem disinterest themselves in any but the honest and more or less 
flourishing bodies with which they are concerned? Surely, it is 
their business, if only for the sake of their own pet organisation, to 
see that the atmosphere of communal administration is kept sweet 
and healthy. A generation ago, as a correspondent has reminded 
this journal, a body of influential bankers and others—with at least 
one honoured Jew, the late-Lord Rothschild, among them—banded 
themselves together to root out charity abuses. They investigated 
the affairs of many institutions. They insisted on the proper 
nuditing of accounts, upon economical administration and on safe- 
guards for the honesty ef the personnel. They did their best to 
bring about co-operation and to improve methods. And in their action 
they went on the theory that the Managers of the Charities would 
realisethat opposition would only mean smaller revenues, brought 
about by public distrust, They were right,and they achieved much 
success. Why cannot our leaders do the same to-day ? They are, | hope, 
as public-spirited as the gentlemen | have mentioned. If they are 
busier than those City bankers, they can try their hands at bringing 
in the many whe remain obstinately aloof from the communal 
service, If they do not make a move, nobody else will, it seems, 


What is everybody's business will rentain nobody's business; and 
looseness and worse, given a free run, may invade spheres which 
hitherto have remained immune. Now, and without more ado, 
turn on the lights!

NATIONAL APPEAL.

Obituary. 


Mr. C. A. L. KAUFFMAN (Manchester). 


The death occurred last week, at the age of 75, of Mr. C. A. L. 
Kauffman, of Bignor Street, Cheetham Hill. He was one of the 
founders of the New Synagogue and of the Jewish Hospital, and a 
Life-President of the local Talmudical College. 

Mr. E. Goupritcn, Secretary of the Talmudical College, writes: 

By the passing of Mr. Chaim Asher Lemel Kauffman, the Orthodox

THE Late Dr. KARL MELCHIOR, 

Professor NORMAN. BENTWICH writes: 

It is tragic that German Jewry should have been deprived with n 
two months of two of its directing minds in this period of crisis: Dr. Karl 
Melchior and Dr. Ludwig Tietz. They were of different ages and tempera 
nents, but they exercised an equal authority and they worked with each 
other in the completest harmony. Dr. Tietz embodied enthusiasm, Dr. 
Meichior intellect. Both were full of vision for the fature and were con. 
cerned to adjust the life of German Jewry to its new and hard circum.- 
stance. Karl Melchior played no small part in the financial Councils of 
the German Government since the War. He was recognised as one of 
the outstanding financial heads both at Versailles during the negotiations 
of the economic clauses of the peace, and at The Hague and other Con. 
ferences concerned with the payment of war reparations by Germany. It 
was his thankless task to prove to the Statesmen of Europe the inability 
of his country to pay the money demanded. And he fought with reason 

and with charm--agdainst the follies of the creditors of the German 
State. I saw him at The Hague in August, 1929, at the Conference about the 
modification of the Young Plan. He wasthen alert, gay,debonair. I] saw 
him next at Berlinin Juve, 1933. He was then directing the economic work 
of the “ Zentral Ausschuss der Deutschen Juden fiir Hilfe und Aufban,’’ 
and was giving himself to the work with selfless devotion. The physical 
change in the four years was sadtosee. He wasasick man and had grown 
trey, serions and pensive; but he kept the same distinction, the same 
charm and the same mastery of the situation with which he was dealing. 
Hie was at once atragic anda noble example of how the cruelty of man can 
destroy life, but cannot crush the spirit. 1 saw him again, and for the last 
lime, in November, and discussed with him the work for the refugees from 
Germany. He was now not-only a sick map, but adying man: but he was 
still untiring in his devotion to his people. It was he who wrote with 
Dr. Beck, Chief Rabbi of Berlin, that striking appeal to the Jews of 
Germany to rise to the height of the need in the way of self-help. His 
thought in this last talk was primarily of the religious revival required to 
uphold the. moral strength of the German Jews. The spiritual change 
vas more necessary, it seemed to him, than an economic change: and he 
was searching for a religious influence among the youth of German Jews. 
it was characteristic of the revolution which had worked upon the minds 
of the finest of the German Jews, who before the calamity of 1933 seemed 
to be far from traditional Judaism. His outlook and his vision make the 
quarrels and bickering of outside Jewry about the position in Germany 
seem petty and unworthy. Adversity, indeed, befits Israel as the cord 
befits the camel. Karl Melchior and Ludwig Tietz both died for their 
people. Their example, no less than their work, will have helped to 
regenerate German Jewry. 


Dr. ALFRED GOLDSCHMIDT, Grand Secretary of the German Grand 
Lodge of the Order B'nai B'rith since 1913, diedin Berlin on Monday. He 
played a leading part in the early days of the Jewish student movement in 
Germany, and was one of the fqunders of the first Jewish student corpora. 
tion, “ Viadriana,” which was formed in 1886 in Breslau. He practised in 
Breslau as a throat, nose and car specialist. . He was active in the B'nai 
B'rith for many years ; was President of the Lessing Lodge in Breslau, the 
Michael Sachs Lodge in Koenigshuette and the Spinoza Lodge in Berlin. 


From its foundation the deceased was a member of the Central Union of

From the very Outset of the exodus of the German Jews the 
Hicem (Hias-Ica-Emig-Direct) has been most active, relieving and 
assisting Jewish refugees. In close co-operation with the different 
committees which were especially formed in France, Belgium, 
England, Switzerland, Luxemburg, Austria, Czechoslovakia, etc., 
and its own committees all over the world, the Hicem made the, 
necessary preparations to provide as well as it could, in view of the 
circumstances, for the expedition of refugees who were not able to 
settle down in the countries in which they had found a temporary 
shelter. To achieve this the Hicem undertook systematically to 
find out outlets available for emigration. Special steps were taken, 
not only to secure the admittance of refugees in the different over- 
sea countries but also to have them accepted in some European 
countries, especially in France, Jugo-Slavia and Spain where the 
Hicem opened new offices to relieve immigrants. It is well-known 
that immigration countries unfortunately adopted severe restrictive 
measures after the German events. 

The following figures will give an. idea of the action of the 
Hicem to the Sist of December, 1935. 5,257 refugees had then 
been dealt with by the different committees and were distributed in 
the following manner: 

2.270 were sent to different countries. These voyages were begun af 
the outset of the exodus, at a time when there had been no opportunity to 
arrange carefully about particulars, when on account of panic, under 
threats of being driven back or on account of the lack of experience of the. 
new Committees, refugees travelled from one country to another, looking 
out for a chance to settle down. From the very beginning, the Hicem 
advised adainst such traveHing about and the London Conference has also 
disapproved of it since. It has been almost completely stopped by now. 
Emigrants however, have been sent off under such conditions by various 
Committees and the Hicem was obliged to pay expenses. At present 
emigrants are seut ont only after serious enquiries and when they are 
sure to settle for good in the countries they are travelling to, either 
hecause they are received there by relatives established in the place or 
because they have secured permanent employment. 

472 were sent to oversea countries to settle down for good. 

1075 were forwaried on similar conditions to various European 
countries—and lastly 


1,440 who could not possibly settle in tae country in which they were 
stranded were taken back tothe country of their birth. These came 
mostly from Eastern Europe. 

The cost of such convoys amounted to 1,097,717 francs (a figure 
which does not include the cost of emigration sent out direct from 
Germany by German organisations). The funds were provided 
by the Central British Fund, the American Joint Distribution 
Comuinittee and the International Central Committee which included 
the Jewish Colonisation Association, the Joint Distribution 
Committee and the Alliance Israelite. The International Central 
Committee has been dissolved since. 

At the present time, we have to deal with a more regular and 
more settled movement of emigration. In ordertoco-ordinate efforts 
a standing Emigration Committee has been formed under = the 
Chairmanship of Mr. O. E. dAvigdor-Goldsmid and Mr, Otto 
Schiff. It is known as the’ German-Jewish Emigration Council— 
Anglo Hicem,” which name shows. suffi rently the close connection 
existing between the new organisation and the Hicem.* The bonds 
uniting them have just been drawn c!oser by the establishment in 
London of the Anglo-Hicem Bureau. 

The movement in fayour of the German refugees has not 
stopped the Hicem from assisting ordinary Jewish emigration. 8.748 
emigrants bave been forwarded and looked after by it within the 
first ten months of 1933.

JEW LAW DRAFTED 
But Problems Not Solved 


. Intensified Economic Fight 


: DR. SCHMITT GIVES IN. 


Some time ago, the German Government asked Dr. Helmut 
Nicolai, President of Magdeburg, to draft a Law to regulate 
anew the rights of citizenship of the entire population of the 
Reich. The text of this proposed “Jew law,” as it has been 
‘called, was published last Friday. Ht divides the population 
into four classes: full-blooded Arvan German citizens: foreign 
subjects resident in Germany: Germans resident in foreign 
countries; and German citizens of alien blood, ~ especially 
(sic) Jews, Wends,; Poles and Gypsies who possess German 
citizenship.” It recommends that Jews” should be given the 
protection of the Reich, but not citizenship in the narrower 
sense.” Such full rights should be given only to those Jews 
who fought at the Front, or who have rendered Germany 
“other specially valuable services." Dr. Nicolai recommends 
for consideration minotity-rights for Jews ~ similar to the 
rights in practice in other countries.’ Any new law, he 
says, must strictly prohibit the employment of Jews in 
public positions. He then advocates the following measures 
to” protect the German nation from mixing with Jews, Mongols, 
Negroes and Gypsies”: (1) A law prohibiting intermarriage with 
alien races; (2) A law prohibiting sexual intercourse with alien 
races ; (3) Immigration restrictions for alien races ; (4) Deporta- 
tion of aliens; (5) Complete expulsion of alien races from 
certain professions and restriction of their numbers in others. 

A few days before this draft appeared, the PARIsER TAGERLATT 


carried an article from Berlin to the effect that the “ projected law _ 


for withdrawing German citizenship from non-Aryans” was being 
temporarily held back. The article proceeds as follows: “ There 
have been repeated negotiations between the Central Union of 
German Citizens of Jewish Faith and the Federal Ministry of the 
Interior, in the course of which the Ministry of the Interior advised 
the representatives of the Central Union to concentrate the Jewish 
citizens into an organisation on the lines of Herr von Papen’s 
Catholic Action. The principles of the new citzenship law were gone 
into very thoroughly in the course of these negotiations, and it was 
expected that the law would be promulgated very shortly. Then 
suddenly the organisations concerned were notified that the 
promulgation of the law was not to be expected for the 
present. ‘There is an impression in Jewish quarters that this 
denotes a modification of the Government view of the Jewish 
question. No illusions are harboured as to the reasons. It is 
assumed that they are to be found on the whole in the pending 
negotiations for trade agreements with foreign countries, Germany's 
difficult commercial and political situation abroad and the desire to 
avoid rousing a strong movement against German interests among 
the Jewish commercial classes abroad. There are signs of dissatis- 
faction in the Nazi Party over this development, and there is 
grumbling about Hitler being in the hands of the Jews and the big 
capitalists and having lost interest in the people. Anti-Semitism 
has become more intense in these quarters, rather than more 
moderate.” 

Speaking at Gleiwitz in German Upper Silesia over the week-end 
Herr von Papen, the Vice-Chancellor, touched on the Govern- 
ment's policy as regards the Jews. “Jews in Germany cannot hope 
for any changes in the future,’ he said. “ The Government intends 
to proceed with the racial policy, and it means to make Jews 
disappear from public life. Enforcing racial policy, however, does 
not mean stimulating racial hatred,’ he claimed, and he disagreed 
with the Austrian bishops who recently accused Germany of foster- 
ing racial hatred. “Germany is not acting against the Jews, but 
only combating the growth of Jewish influence. This is also being 
(one in Austria, and therefore it is surprising to hear anyone in 
Austria accusing Germany of doing the same thing.” 

| Completing the Prussian Purge 

During last week a significant announcement came from the 
Prussian Ministry of the Interior. It was to the effect that no 
further dismissals under the Officials Law would be made after 
March 3ist. Requests for the application of the law to existing 
Officials must be received before January 31st; otherwise they will 
not be considered till March ist, 1937. In other words, there is to 
be a final purging this month, followed by a close season for three 
years. 

In anticipation of the end of the month, General Goering, 
Premier of Prussia, has given a statement to DevTscHE JusTI4, the 
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official organ of the Reich Ministry of Justice. In this message, 
which appeared on Saturday, General Goering said the process of 
eliminating Jews from all State and public offices in Prussia has 
now been completed, He thanked Prussian officialdom for having 
got rid of the “ heavy moral burden” which the previous system 
had imposed upon the country and concluded: “ These racial aliens, 
whose inclusion in the State system of Prussia was contrary to the 
Prussian spirit, have now been completely eliminated.” 

Prussia is taking no risks however,aud the Ministry of Economics 
and Labour has ordered the introduction of a nuwmerus clausus for 
Jews in the State technical schools. 

Most of the tragedies produced by the removal of this “ heavy 
moral burden” are silent, and their pitiful story of wasted life 
seldom crosses the frontier. The death. however, of a Jewish school 
master in Breslau, at the early age of twenty-nine, lifts one corner 
of the curtain and reveals cnough to enable an imaginative mind to 
conjure up the whole stage. Joseph Zippes joined the German army 
as a volunteer when he was a child of thirteen. His service was 
accepted and he tost both legs in the war. He was awarded the 
iron Cross. The Third Reich was less grateful. Though it was 
difficult to attack him epenly, Nazis sought to incite his pupils 
against him. When this failed, he was called before a commission 
of the Breslau Magistracy and asked ** resign on the ground that 
he was the only Jew in the Prussia. Educational Service. Even 
the genuineness of his military papers was doubted. As a result of 
intervention from Berlin, however, the Magistrate was compelled to 
retain bim in his post. So he reduced his teaching hours to four a 
week. Death, which knows no compromise, has now finished the 
matter. 

Outside the public services the “recognition” of Jews is 
increasing, and in one respect a situation has arisen “that is not 
without its humour. The Reich Ministry of Propaganda has a 
musical department, and an order has been issued compelling 
everyone engaged in the musical part of a religious service, including 
cantors, to register with this department and to answer, when 
appropriate, a special questionnaire for Jews engaged in the musical 
profession. By this order the entire choral system of the German 
Synagogues is placed under the direct supervision of the Ministry 
of Propaganda, and Dr. Goebbels, the noblest anti-Semite of them 
all, finds himself responsible for the Services in the Synagogues. 

A more gratifying sign of recognition is the permission granted 
to the Zionist Federation to hold a Palestine Exhibition in Berlin 
as reported under “ The Palestine Movement” in last week's Jewtsu 
CHRONICLE. 


Jakob Wassermann and Dr. Karl Melchior 


Even more remarkable is the attitude of the Government and 
its Press to the obsequies of the two distinguished Jews whose 
deaths were reported in our obituary columns a fortnight ago, 
Jakob Wassermann and Dr. Karl Melchior. Though Dr. Melchior 
hud long stood as the Nazi symbol of the “international Jewish 
finance” that had “betraved” Germany, Vice-Chancellor yon 
Papen sent a message of condolence to his family and the Reichs 
bank was represented at the funeral in the Ohlsdorf Jewish 
Cemetery of Hamburg. Dr. Merk, the Ministeria! Director for 
Hamburg, was also present—not as a Government representative, 
but in his personal capacity, an even braver gesture. The BERLINER 
TAGEBLAT? praised Dr. Melchior, who was known to hold important! 
office in the Jewish Community, as a great German patriot, always 
réady to make sacrifices for Germany, and several other papers, 
such as the VOSSISCHE ZEITUNG and the BOERSENBLATT, paid lengthy 
tribute to him. The whole Press, except the oflicial Nazi organs. 
printed long articles in eulogy of Jakob Wassermann; but. avoided 
mention of the fact that he was a Jew. The BERLINER TAGEBLATT 
reprinted in full the last speech that he delivered in Germany, at the 
Mannheim Musica! Festival. This was a noteworthy action, for only 
the day before, a law had come into force prohibiting the publication 
in the German Press of any article or speech by a non-German 
perhaps the most ostrich-like of all Hitler's legislation. There were 
many newspapers, however, that published longer and more laudatory 
articles to commemorate the anniversary of the death of Houston 
Stewart Chamberlain, who clothed contemporary anti-Semitism with 
literary respectability. Honour is due to the DEUTSCHE JURISTEN 
ZEITUNG. which has published an article by Justitzrat Professor 
Willhaben. one of the greatest legal authorities in Germany, bestow. 
ing great praise on the work of Dr. Max Hochenberg, who was the 
editor of the DEUTSCHE JURISTEN ZEITUNG for twenty-two years, but 
who has now been dismissed from his post because he is a Jew. 
Professor Willhaben described Dr. Hochenberg as the faithful 
guardian of German legal life and spoke highly of his writings. 
The new press law, however, admits of no exceptions, and we learn 
that the term Schriftleiter is already being applied to outside con. 
tributors as well as staff members. Many Jewish contributors, 
tart ex-soldiers, have been informed that their services 
are no longer required. When one looks at the German Press, 
one is not surprised. The VOELKISCHER BEOBACHTER, now the official 
Government organ, gives space to a despatch from London recording 
the discovery of a gang of white slave traffickers among the German. 
Jewish refugees. It attacks the “fat Jews” who gather at the Savoy 
Hotel to listen to atrocity stories. It incites the Palestine Arabs to 
revolt against the “destructive Jewish spirit" of the Mandatory 
Government. The DEUTSCHE ZEITUNG and other papers attack the 
High Commissioner for German Refugees, who is ~ wasting 400,000 
Swiss francs annually.” The KAMPPBLATT publishes 
photographs of Jews working on the land in Germany, and declares 
that the fact that Jews still possess German soil is a provocation to 
Germans. It threatens the Jews with physical violence if they do 
not abandon their farms. 


The Economic Tug-of-War 


With this spirit among his own supporters, it must be difficult 
indeed for Dr. Schmitt, the Reich Minister of Economics, to enforce 
his policy of toleration of the Jew in business. The HEILBRONNER 
TAGEBLATT, for instance, defies him brazenly in an article declaring 
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that those who purchase in Jewish stores are © the grave-diggers of the 
German middle-class” and morallyinferior people.” Yet, even officials 
in uniform were seen buying in Jewish shops over Christmas and in 
the New Year. The VossiscHe ZeItuNG demanded that something 
should be done to reduce anti-Jewish discrimination in fields outside 
State employment. “It isenough,’ the article reads, to enforce the 
Aryan Paragraph for the purpose of eliminating Jews from public 
institutions. and there is no need to apply it in other directions. It 
is-not to the advantage of the country that racial discrimination 
should be applied where there are no official interests to be served. 
The activity conducted against Jews in banking and commerce is 
not doing any good to Germany's financial and industrial system.” 

The Nazi press in the Rhineland immediately countered this 
attitude. The Hessiscue VOLKSBLATT attacked Dr. Schmitt and 
even threatened reprisals against all papers giving publicity to his 
orders. 

Then came publication in the FRANKFURTER ZEITUNG of 
instructions given to all Labour Trustees on November 24th by 

Herr Seldte, Reich Minister of Labour. “~ Reports from different 
parts of the country and also from various district representatives 
have been received by the Labour Ministry in Berlin,’ the order 
says, “about a great number of cases in which Nazi cells in com- 
mercial concerns have asked for the dismissal of Jewish employees. 
in addition to this, numerous cells endeavour to have their demands 
carried out by threatening physical violence. In all these cases, the 
cells have acted against the instructions of the Government. The 
Reich Minister of Economic Affairs has ordered that non-Aryan 
firms are not to be boycotted. This order makes it clear that non 
Aryan workers are also under Government protection. The Reich 
Minister of Propaganda has expressed himself to similar effect, 
declaring openly that no exceptional measures are to be practised 
against Jews in economic life. Finally, | must refer to the com. 
muniqué issued jointly on October 2st, 1935, by the Reich Minister 
of Economics and myself, with the approval of the Prussian Minister 
of the Interior (General Goering!, prohibiting attacks 6n any section 
of our industrial front. The cases mentioned above are in con 
tradiction to these orders. In complete understanding with the 
Reich Minister of tbe inferior, t hereby instruct every Labour 
Trustee to take steps against this actron on the part of the cells.” 

So thorough has the purge been that the Ullstein Publishing 
Co., Which a year ago was controlled and largely staffed by Jews, 
now employs one Jew only, Dr. M. Jacoby, a war cripple. This is, 

of course, not enough to satisfy Deputy Julius Streicher, whose 
organ, the STUCERMER, has just published a demand for the contisea- 
tion of the Jewish factories in Aschaffenburg. Bavaria. 

While «stopping short of confiscation, the Government is

obtain renmbursement. On the same day that this order was issued 
(last Tuesdays week) a special school for National Socialist Trustees 
in Jewish stores was opened at Unterwasser, near Mannheim, for the 
mystruction of the Trustees in business management. 

The next day an order was published that no discrimination is 
to be practised against Jewish artisans tn issuing working licenses. 
The order adds that Aryan artisans are entitled to emp'oy Jewish 
artisans if they wish to 


Jewish Firms Going Abroad 


In some industries, however, it would appear that the Govern. 
ment is shutting the stable-door after the horse has bolted. There 
is no doubt that the continued exodus to foreign countries of 
Jewish commercial enterprises is causing a good deal of 
concern to the Chambers of Commerce. Germany is already feeling 
not merely the loss of these businesses, but their competition. This 
is particularly so in the textile industry, and the Jewish textile 
firms that have gone abroad have taken with them their valuable 
and highly specialised machinery, It 1s also true of steel; and the 
City Council of Solingen, the centre of the German steel industry, 
has adopted a resolution, calling on the Government to enact a law 
prohibiting the transfer of any CGierman enterprise abroad. The 
safety-razor blades industry has been especially badly hit by the 
competition of a large number of Jewish factories that have trans: 
ferred their plants and activities to other countries. 

On the same day that the Solingen City Council was dealing 
with hard facts (Wednesday of last week), a threat. against any one 
who stopped to consider facts was published in the entire German 
press. It took the form of a communiqué from Wilheim Loebsack. 
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-of the Labour Front, and itcomplained that “there is a spirit 


of opposition to National Socialist policy making itself felt in 
economic enterprises that have been gleichgeschaltet (adjusted to 
Nazi principles). Those who for biological reasons cannot change 
themselves to adopt the newspirit in Germany willhave to take the 
consequences. Our economic life must be for the good of the people, 
and not the other way round, as it was before. This must be made 
clear to evervbody, and the necessary measures will be taken against 
those who even temporarily oppose this movement. National 
Socialism will never be unfaithful to the principles laid down in its 
programme, and any foolish tendencies which are now being 
mlopted menacing these principles will be dealt. with and rendered 
harmless.” 7 

Dr. Schmitt has found this attitude difficult to overcome, 
sco he is walking round it. He has made a suggestion to Jewish 
department stores, by the mloption of which they can evade the 
instructions of the National Socjalist Party: The Nazi Party forbids 
its members to buy in a Jewish Warenhaus (department store). Dr. 
Schmitt suggests that if such a store ceases to sell foodstuffs, it can 
be classified as a Auufhaus, against which the party order does not 
apply. 

Not a day passed before Dr. Schmitt was again- met witht 
defiance. The clothing“industry is in the throes of self-Arvanisa- 
tion in spite of the fact that it has been built up in Germany by 
Jewish capital and labour, and the same Wednesday witnessed the 
opening of an exhibition in Berlin, organised by Aryan clothing 
manufacturers as part of a campaign for boycotting Jewish clothing 
firms. Not merely the Berlin Chamber of Commerce, but even the 
Giovernment itself (in the persons of State Commissioner Spiewok 
and others) was represented at this flatly illegal exhibition. An 
Aryan clothing manufacturers’ association was formed under the 
name of the Adefa Association (Deutsche Arische Fabrikanten der 
which will issue aspecial officially recognised 
label, by which customers will be able to see that the articles they 
buy have been produced in Aryan factories by Aryan labour. 


Dr. Schmitt Stands Firm Until 


Last Friday the leaders of the Artisans’ Central Organisation 
appeared before Dr. Schmitt to protest against the recent order, and 
to demand that the Arvan clause should be enforced against Jews 
in artisanship. The Minister refused to considertheir demand, and 
made it clear to them that (1) Jewish artisans must not be excluded 
from membership of the new artisan assoctations: about to be 
formed in accordance with the Labour policy of the Government: 
(2) Jews must be allowed to take their examinations for artisan 
certificates : (5) Jewish apprentices Hot he dismissed solely 
hecause thev are Jews: (4) Jews must not be prevented from obtain 
big nurtisan education. \ Spare in! communique was wards sent 
out by the Minister to all Chambers of Artisans throughout the 
country, Warning them against any attempt at anti-Jewish discrimi! 
nation. The communique referred to similar orders issued by the 
Reich Minister of Labour aud the Reich. Minister of the Interior. 
and added that the Government was not contemplating issuing any 
new regul itions to prevent Jews bec oming apprentices to the artisan 
proféssions. 

Dr. Schmitt has attacked another aspect of the problem. He 
has prohibited credit institutions from using for business purposes 
quotations from speeches delivered by members of the Government 
and leading officials. The VossiscHe ZEITUNG supports him 
strongly in a leading article, in the course of which it says: 
Members of the National Socialist Party should not be allowed to 
exploit their membership of the. Party for the purpose of private 
business competition with Jewish firms, and Aryan firms should 
not be permitted to use the slogans of National Socialist headers in 
their advertisements to draw customers away from Jewish shops. 
The credit institutions are not the only people who use sucb 
quotations in Germany. The practice is in wide use also in private 
business firms, and it is not right that the National Socialist Party 
should be utilised in the interests of private businesses, and those 
who engage in such practices, trying to promote their businesses on 
the backs of the. party and its leaders, ought to be punished.” 

The VORLKISCHER BEOBACHTER takes a diametrically opposed 
view, and last Monday witnessed the amazing fact of the official 
Grovernment paper attacking a Cabinet Minister. This is what the 
BEOBACHTER said: “ Kither the liberal attitude of Dr. Schmitt's 
Ministry towards the Jews will have to stop, or most.of the leading 
officials of the Ministry will be cleared out of their posts. -A great 
purge of high officials from the Ministry is coming, and Dr. Schmitt 
must once and for all decide whether he wants to keep his old staff 
of pro-Jewish officials, or whether it is not time to replace them 
with young National Socialists.’. The BEOBACHTER reveals fhat 
leading officials of the Ministry have put forward a suggestion tothe 
Government that it should intervene against the widespread practice 
of boyeotting Jewish advertisements in the German Press. and that 
even the official National Socialist papers should be compelled to 
accept advertisements from Jewish firms. “Will anyone say that such 
officials are to be tolerated in. the new Reich?” the BREOBACHTER 
asks. ~ Dr. Schmitt will be held responsible for every member of 
his staff, and the argument that these old pro-Jewish officials are 
indispensable because of their immense economic 
experience will not be accepted as an excuse.”

It will be a bad day for the Hitlerist régime if the BeornacurEer 
has its way, for the economic situation of the Country is quite 
hysterically bad. This is indicated by the case of Leo Cohen. of 
Cologne, A Nazi overheard him make a casual remark that “ buai- 
ness 1s bad’’-—~a remark that has probably been made in England 
every second during the last fifteen years. But then Cohen 
had the misfortune to make the remark in Germany. He was 
arrested, tried for “complaining against the Government.” and 
sentenced to six months’ imprisonment. In passing sentence the 
judge said that its mildness was due to the very distinguished 
war service of the accused. Nerves must indeed be on edge in 
young Germany, 
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Bi The Struggle in the Church 


Nerves may perhaps have been responsible for the catastrophic 
action of Dr. Miller, the Reich Primate of the Evangelical Church, 
in precipitately breaking the truce with the Pastors’ Emergency 
League. It may be remembered that on November 16th the Primate 
issued a new Church law as a concession to the League. This law 
invalidated all Church laws previously passed in 1983, and thus 
revoked (inter alia) the application of the Aryan Paragraph to the 
Ministry. The New Year was not a week old, however, before the 
Primate, in the middle of negotiations with the League, issued a 
countermanding order forbidding the use of the churches for the 
discussion of Church policy, threatening offenders with removal 
from office and revoking the Church laws of November 16th and 
December 8th. The Aryan Paragraph was back in the saddle again. 
This ordinance was issued on Friday evening, January 5th, and the 


following Sunday 1,500 ,.pastors publicly indicted the Primate and: 
: 


read a declaration of protest drafted by Dr. Niemdller, the head of 
the Pastors’ Emergency League, which now has a membership 
af 6,000, compared with the 2,500 of the “ German Christians.” 

From then onwards events followed in rapid succession. 
The Pastors’ League formed a .Laymen’s: League as a means 
af organising its supporters. Dr.. Miller closed DBerlin Cathedral 
against the rebels. Dr. Niemdller drove in a taxi from meeting 
to meeting, addressing enthusiastic audiences The Primate 
invited representatives of the League to a conference that was 
abortive last Saturday, and on Friday, Pastor Rzadtki of Schneide-. 
muehl, Prussia, the local Secretary of the League, was arrested “ for 
making irresponsible attacks on leading State officials.” The revolt 
spread south to Bavaria and Wiirttemburg, where the Evangelical 
Churches formally announced disobedience to the Primate. The 
Gestapo raided the homes of officials of the League, and seized 
membership lists, and again last Sunday protests were read im the 
Churches of Prussia, this time in the presence of police. Forty-five 
Professors of Theology at Universities signed a declaration that the 
Primate’s conduct was unconstitutional, and the Prussian Minister 
of Education issued a decree forbidding university professors of 
theology to discuss Church matters in « manner hostile to the 
ecclesiastical authorities, as at present constituted. The Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs reproved Dr. Miiller by drawing his attention to 
the comment unfavourable to the present regime which his 
dictatorial handling of the Church was causing in other countries. 

And so the matter stands at the time of writing. But letthere be 
no illusions as to the nature of the struggle. As the Berlin corres- 
pondent of THE TIMES says: “ Opposition has not been niobilised on 
behalf of the two score, perhaps, of Jewish-descended pastors among 
the 16,000 Evangelical clergy. German congregations, for better or 
for worse, do not want the Gospel preached to them by these men. 
Hut the introduction of the Aryan (anti-Jewish) paragraph into the 
law of the Church, thé dismissal of pastors or ofticials on account of 
their blood alone, was the beginning of a process of much wider 
implication. The community of the Church, however, is not 
founded on blood, but on the Holy Ghost. Aryan discrimination 
was the door leading to the enshrinement of the doctrine of racial 
exclusiveness. It brought into the Church the heretical ideas of 
National Socialist ‘absolutist’ philosophy. It would have led back 
either to pagan gods or to a ‘Teutonic Christ. There could be no 
place for such a Church among the Evangelical Churches of the 
world.” The important thing to be realised is that the rebel-pastors 
do not object to the Aryan Paragraph, they only object to its intro- 
duction into their Church. Indeed, they are increasingly emphasis- 
ing that they are ardent Nazis.’ They have the banners of National! 
Socialism borne into their churches before Divine Service, and they 
rise and greet them with the Hitlerist salute. They ave indeed 
doing everything to prevent the Primate manceuvring them into 
giving an appearance of being opposed to the State. One need not 
blame them for using these tacties, but one must not blind oneself 
to the fact that it reduces the value of their struggle. Jews in 
particular must not expect that the pastors’ victory will alleviate 
the persecution of Jewry é&xcept in the very minor matter of the 
meshummadiun in the Christian Ministry. Let us by all means admire 
the pluck of the rebels, let us rejoice with them if they are victerious 

but let us have no illusions. 


Captain Webber Organisation, 


Assisting German Refugee Manufacturers. 
[COMMUNICATED.| 

Progress is being made in the work which the Capt. Webber Boycott 
Oruanisation has started to assist German Jewish refugee manufacturers 
of goods formerly not made in this country, to establish factories in 
iingland. A number of business men have set to work to form a syndicate 
which will have a capital of £100,000 and which will have as its function 
the rendering of financial assistance to these new industries or branches of 
industries. Among the industrial activities of this nature, is a project for 
establishing a factory to make household utensils of a kind hitherto 
solely imported from Germany. A group of five experts in the manu- 
facture of mechanical toys are setting up to make these articles which 
they formerly produced in Germany, in this country. Cheap clocks is 
another line, the establishment of a factory for which, under this scheme, 
is being discussed. German Jewish doll manufacturers are also secking 
to establish works here, with the assistance of the syndicate. 

The syndicate will be an entirely independent body and its members 
will direct its policy. The Capt. Webber Organisation has been the means 
of initiating the scheme by bringing the various parties together and urging 
the advantage and desitability of helping expert refugee manufacturers in 
uncertakings which will automatically intensify the boycott. 


Scottish Council of Youth Organisations.

Goldberg, Chairman of the Executive of the Capt. Webber Organisation, 
Mr. M. Kissenisky, President of the Scottish Council, has written to Capt.

They viewed 
with great horror what the future of the German-Jewish children would 
be unless some immediate steps were taken to heip them. in conclusion, 
Miss Moses said that Lady Krleigh, who was to have addressed the 
meeting, was unable to be present. Owing to the tremendous amount of 
work she had done, she lad had a breakdown in health and was ina 
nursing home. Mrs. Kichholz, who had been to Manchester, Bristol and 
other parts of the country to help in the collections, had come to take 
her place. 

Mrs. EICHHOLZ said that a call had been made to the women of the ' 
Jewish Community throughout the British Isles to do something more than 
had already been done to help the German-Jewish refugees. They all

Dr. Abelson’s Indictment.

Preaching at the Belgrave Street Synagogue, Leeds, on Sabbath, 
the Rey. Dr. J. Abelson devoted his address to a consideration of the 
implications conveyed by the scriptural account of the early life of 
Moses. He stressed two points in particular. One was the fact that 
the characterisation of the early life of Moses demonstrated what 
was traditionally the affectionate relations between the members of 
a Jewish family. That point, said the preacher, was well brought 
out by the picture given of the assiduous and devoted manner in 
which Miriam, the sister of Moses, watched by her young brother at 
the side of the River Nile. “Is not this (he added) a strong illustra- 


tion of the bond which at all times should unite the members of a 


Jewish family? Is it not true that this family cohesion is. in these 
decadent days, considerably weakened?” Dr. Abelson said he did 
not think that the Jewish people of these times were true to the 
traditional lovalty and love which should be the uniting medium of 
the members of a family. Was it not true to say that the average 
observer could not help noticing how Jewish brothers, sisters and 
other members of the family showed in the main, a selfish estrange- 
menttowards one another rather than aself-sacrificing devotion? The 
preacher went on to refer to a second aspect in Jewish family life, 
which, he said, should be pressed forward with every power at their 
command namely, the ostentatious and unseemly manner in which 
so many Jewish families celebrated their family festivities such as 
Weddings, Barmitzvahs and other jovous events. He did not like to 
describe those celebrations as vulgar, but he felt that he was forced 
to. As they all knew, many of the outstanding leaders in the Anglo- 
Jewish community had recently fulminated against those undesirable 
exhibitions of wealth and luxury. These fulminations were fortified 
by the powerful animadversions on the subject which had appeared 
only recently in the columns of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. That 
journal had denounced that uglv sore on the Jewish body politic 
mn no unmeasured terms It was, therefore. a thousand pities that 
so many memMrs of the Anglo Jewish community were still deaf 
to the appeal for a quieter and, hence, a more seemly and fitting 
manner for giving expression to famtly rejoicings. 

As far as the Leeds Community was concerned, the leaders had 
also expressed their minds quite freely on the subject, and more 
than one appeal had been made at large congregational gatherings 
towards bringing about a better sense of proportion in these matters. 
While the world was crying out for a more temperate and economic 
way of spending money in these trying times, was it not the height 
of folly for Jewish people unnecessarily to bring upon themselves 
the hostile comments of their non-Jewish neighbours who were 
naturally led to think that the Jews were fram first to last a hopelessly 
materialistic people whose primary aim in life.was to flaunt their 
“unlimited wealth and unmeasured possessions? Unless that ‘type 
of blatant ostentation was considerably modified, he feared that the 
Jewish people would most likely call down a kind of social econdem- 
nation which would certainly not redound to the honour and progress 
of their ancient race and religion.

Sik lhe question of ostentation among Jews, about which you wrote 


recently, is not a new one: I note under the heading of ** Venice”. (p. 412 
vol. 12) in the Jewish Encyclopedia that regulations intended to check 
unnecessary luxury in dress and excessive display in banquets anda family 
fostivals were repeatedly published in the Synagogue in the seventeenth 
eentury 

A good deal of anti-Semitism to-day is due to economic causes. In 
general, we are reputed to be all well-to-do and lucky; and jealousy is 
arousedd amon’ manv non Jews when it seems to them that we are doing 
well when they are not, and their resentment is increased by any “ show” 
on our pari. Lhere is undoubtedly a cood deal of flaunting of wealth among’ 
Jews at the present time, e.g., loud dressing mistakenly thonght smart. or 
a<desire to outdo all previous Barmitzvahs or weddings in lavishness : 

Such evidence of wealth is 
probably doing the Community harm. Actually, lavish expenditure on 
clothes, banquets and family festivals is good for trade, in that 
IsS.sct in cuculatioa thereby, but anti-Semites do not look at it that way. 
To them, in auy case, it is not right that Jews should. seemingly, be doing

Sirn,—If the Manchester Beth Din believe this a matter of such grave 
concern, then I suggest their correct course of action was (a) to bring such 
matter to the notice of the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews, repre- 
senting every phase of Jewish life, where it would be thoroughly venti- 
lated and dealt with, and, very likely, ultimately, be left “lying on the 
table”: (b) to ask the Ministers comprising the Beth Din, as well as other 
Ministers, to deal with this from the pulpit; incidentally one observes 
that the Beth Din judiciously omitted all reference to Ministers “lecturing” 
their flock on this subject—-perhaps they realised the storm it would 
arouse: (c) to consider carefully that anti-Semites, having enough ammu 
nition, need no further provision—and by Jews themselves. Once the 
cry of “ostentation ” is raised, without reflection of the consequences, it 
will readily be taken up, and Jews bombarded from every angie--our 
enemies will not be slow to take up this weapon and fling it at us (quoting 
the Beth Din as the authority), and using “ ostentation” in the narrowest 
form as sufficient reason for prejudice, and once taken up, it will be very 
difficult to confine ‘*‘ ostentation’’ to festivities alone. This should b>» 
obvious. 

If the Beth Din desire to preserve our respect for them as learned 
men, they must cease to lecture the private individual on purely domestic 
matters but permit one’s own conscience to guide one’s own purse. 

I hope the Manchester Beth Din (who have sent a letter to Executive’ 
of Manchester Synagogues, and received publication of same in a recent 
issue of your paper) will confine their activities to their accepted sphere, 
i.e., spiritual, ritual, religious, etc., in which there is ample room for 
improvement, and enough work to keep them fully occupied, and not 
embark on fiery controversy (by correspondence), such as the subfect 
matter of their letter. 

By introducing the words, “‘particularly Barmitzvahs’ after “‘festivi- 
ties,’’ the Beth Din weaken their own case, and expose a lack of courage of 
their convictions, which prompted them to their present action. ;

Books and Bookmen. 


: JEWS IN MODERN MUSIC. 


Music of Our Day, by Lazare Saminsky. (New York. Thomas Y. 
Crowell & Co. 3dols.) 


Modern Composers, by Guido Pannain. Trans!atcd from the Italian 
by Michael R. Bonavia, (Dent, 10s. 6d.). 


These two vitally interesting volumes deal with some of the 
very latest of contemporary music critically and historically con- 
sidered. Mr. Saminsky, whom Russian Jewry gave to America, is a 
most versatile musician, equally happy as composer, conductor and 
lecturer on the art which he has made his life work. His ~ Music of 
Our Day,” which possesses as sub-title “ Essentials and Prophecies,’ 
covers a wide range of modern musical papers. To Jewish readers, 
however, especial interest will attach to the chapter which includes 
consideration: of the Hebrew-American group Aron Copland, 
Frederich Jacobi, Paul Rosenfeld, Leo Ornstein, Louis Gruenberg 
and Ernest Bloch, all but the last, new names to most of us. Of 
Bloch, Mr. Saminsky observes: “There is indeed more of Judaism 


than Hebraism in Bloch —the spirit of the ghetto frustrates that of 


the Promised Land. But a different Bloch appears when the 


prefounder Israel possesses his spirit—the spirit of a conquering 
race which has bequeathed Law to the world. Then we are given 
the fine major coda of ‘Shelomo’ and the glorious opening of 
‘Israel.’ In several chapters of the work, there are passages of 
particularly Jewish appeal, but more especially in the chapter on 
the music of the Russian Orient where Mr. Saminskys researches 
into the outlying areas of Jewish music have been of great value.

Signor Pannain covers part of the same ground but the survey 
is on a somewhat different scale. Jewish readers will tind especial 
interest in the chapters on Schénberg, Ravel and Ernest Bloch. Ol 
Bloch, the author writes that he “carries the Bible written on his 
heart.’ He observes: “ The Jews have contributed much to the 
history of music but a true musical Judaism has never existed, 
Jewish musicians have invariably taken their place.in history as 
musicians, but not as Jews. It is otherwise with Bloch. He is a 
Jew whose music is as all-embracing as the Old Testament.’ Some 
of Signor Pannain’s views are certainly debatable not only in 
relation to the Jewish aspect of Bloch’s work but also, for 
example, in his chapter’ on Vaughan Williams where it 
is clear he has but a limited sympathy with the music 
of Elgar. But all this adds piquancy to a stimulating work which 
has been done into admirable English. There are several portraits 
and musical illustrations. The musician desirous of keeping his 
music up to date will take steps to possess both these books and 
should enjoy their study, while the Jewish reader will feel an added 
interest through the re-emergence of the question of race as a 
factor in thought and action.

Thee ?” is the pantheistic substance of the poems; they give expression to 
a sensitive soul athirst for the living spirit of Godliness. The highly sub- 
jective and contemplative verse is obviously inspired by the glow and 
exultation of Rabbi Levi-Yitshok of Berditchev. In her earlier work Malkah 
Locker showed that intuitive perception was the chief merit of her poetry ; 
her new work indicates a quickening of this quality. ‘The beating mind of 
the poetess comes out with greater clarity and in a much finer form than 
some of her earlier poems. There are indeed opaque stanzas which, 
however, must be attributed more to the delicacy of the subject matter 
than to the whims of the author; there is no lack of whims, but 
the language is more choice and the rhythm has more swing. 
Malkah Locker is strangely alert to subtie emotions; why they 
pursue and haunt her is vividly communicated. She delights, too, in 
colours, and revels in hues. She is dazzled by the inward light and 
terrified by its departure. She longs to be “ in the shadow of Thy hand,” 
ifone may borrow a phrase from the Liturgy, and radiates happiness 
when in close communion with that spirit of sustaining Light. But when 
that illuminating light is extinguished she isin gloomy despair weighed 
down by oppressive darkness. The poetic urge for the Godly spirit, which 
in its ecstasy somehow calls to mind the “ Hymn of Unity,’’ strikes a: ew 
note in Yiddish poetry. Theintensity of feeling not unmeasured by reflective 
restraint, is profoundly impressive. Ambitious in conception, Dv is 
decidedly an achievement bound to enhance Malkah Locker’s poetic 
reputation. 


LICHT AUS DEM WESsSTEN, by S. Schachnowitz (Frankfort-on-Main : 
Veilag.des Israelit und Hermon, Vaper Rm. 3, Cloth Rm. 4), 1s woven 
around the life of the famous Rabbi Moses Schreiber (Chatam Sofer) 
and the. intense life of the Ghetto just before its final disappear- 
ance. All the characters of the story were historic personages and 
include the saintly Rabbi Nosson (Nathan) Adler, whose family 
have given us the two Chief Rabbis of England of that name. The 
main interest in the work is in the struggle of its leading character 
against the new religious ideas of Moses Mendelssohn and the dangers to 
Jewish orthodoxy which the Rabbis of the age feared, especially when it 
cymbined with the new ideas disseminated from. revolutionary and 
Napoleonic France. The book is written from the standpoint of uncom. 
promising orthodoxy, and that it should appear in Germany at this juncture 
is one of the few encouraging signs in the disaster that has overtaken 
German Jewry. So long as the spirit that it breathes persists, not all the 
terrors of the Hitler regime will prevail against it. ‘Ihe author concludes 
with a quotation from Samson Raphael Hirsch that may well serve as a 
trumpet-call to the Jews of the whole world: * As long as one Jew with 
the ‘Torah in his hand and his heart and with its light in his soul remains, 
Israel's cause is not lost. One is enough.’’ 

FevVER Heat, by 35. M. Frank (Macmillan, 7s, 6d.), was written before 
the Hitlerite reginse which has outraged the conscience of the world. It 
is something more than a novel, this story of life in a small German town ; 
it is a revelation of the processes which produced the present holocaust. 
It unfolds a turgid drama in which idealism, is ecrnelly and tragically 
exorcised, and anti-Semitism and all the ugly meanness of which it is but 
a jart are shown to be inculeated in the minds of the children, The insight 
into the boy-mind is amazing, and the diary of the Jewish lad who is 
mercilessly persecuted by his schoolfellows, reads like the real thing. 
“ Fever Heat” is a book that cannot be forgotten for its vivid presentation 
of the diseased mind of Germany of to-day. The translation by F, H. 
Lyon is exceedmegly well done. 


Lady Petrie has been so closely associated with the work of her 
distinguished husband, Professor Sir Flin-lers Petrie, that she is well 
qaalified to write the interesting little handbook SIDE NOTES ON THE BIBLE 
PROM FLINDERS PETRIE'’S DISCOVERIES” (Search Publishing Co., 3s. 6d.). 
Hach chapter is headed by a Biblical text which the finds illustrate, and 
there are some fine photographs. The book forms a valuable complement 
to Mr. F. G. Jannaway’s** Round the British Museum with Bible in Hand.” 


In the January issne of ECONOMIC HISTORY (a supplement of the 
ECONOMIC JOURNAL) Professor A, Andréades writes a sympathetic article 
on “The Jews in the Byzantine Empire.” He throws light on their 
numbers, their economic situation and their relationship to the population 
around them. His conclusion is that on the whole the Jews in the 
astern bmpire enjoyed toleration and religious liberty. Incidentally, 
Professor Andréades, quoting an American authority on the economic 
history of Europe, suggests that the anti-Semitism which developed after 
the Crusades was due to economic envy.. One cannot help wondering 
whether Fascist and Hitlerist anti-Semitism may not b2 of the same 
brand,

The Chief Rabbi contributed a fascinating note to the December issue 
of the ExposiTorRY TIMEs, explaining the true significance of Hebrew 
place and personal names which incorporate the suffix sheba. The root 
YAW denotes in Samaritan (in addition to its other meanings), “to be 
fortunate.’’ Hence Bathsheba in reality means “the fortunate one,” 
Beersheba “ Fortune's Well,” and Elisheba (our Elizabeth) “ God is my 
lortune.’’ Dr. Hertz quotes this compelling interpretation in the name 
of a German scholar, David Oppenheim, who put it forward in a forgotten 
article over half a century ago.

RELIGIOESES JUDENTUM UND KAPITALISMUS. By Dr. Joxeph Stern. 
‘Schriftenreihe des Bundes jiidischer Akademiker, No. 7). (Frankfort @ 
Verlag Hermon). 


The cry for social reconstruction is heard in all directions, bat the principles 
on which alone reconstruction can proceed and be successfully accomplished 
seem to be lacking. In his pamphlet Dr. Stern attempts to trace the dominant 
and guiding economic principles of the Torah in which alone, he shows, there 
lies the real hope for social recovery and which should animate Jews in their 
endeavours on behalf of haman advancement and progress. While in opposition 
to Marxian materialism and the acquisitiveness of Capitalism, the Torah teaches 
the harmonisation of the claims of the individual with the demands of society. 
for this reason, he courageously points out, the Jew must find it hard to become 
reconciled to the conception of an all-exclusive and all-powerful State which 
refuses to recognise any sphere outside its own competence. It is not easy to 
discover what kind of industrial and economic system the author contemplates, 
but his presentation of the ideals of social order in the Bible is alike forcible 


and a neeg gh and, if only on these grounds, deserves the heartiest com- 
mendation.

No. 741.—“Man Does Not Live By Bread Alone.” 
My Dear Cousin, 


A striking passage in the Mishna, printed in every Jewish 
Prayer Book, admirably summarises some important social virtues. 

** These are the actions of which a man enjoys the fruit in this life, 
while the stock remains for him for the life of the world to come: to 
honour parents, to practise unselfish charity. to attend daily, morning and 
evening, at a place of study, to show hospitality to wayfarers, to visit the 
sick, to dower brides, to attend the dead to the grave, to cultivate 
devotion in prayer, and to make peace between those who quarrel! ; but the 
study of the Torah outweighs them all.”’ 

This contrast is striking. That study of the Torah should 
balance a number of virtues, seems remarkable. . Jews are perhaps 
the only people for whom study is a positive duty. ~And thou shalt 
teach them diligently to thy children” is a fundamental ordinance 
in a passage which even the least literate Jew knows by heart. It 
became one of the prime duties of the Jewish father to teach the 
Torah to his children, and even to his grandchildren. Apart from 
that it was incumbent on every Israelite to learn something at least 
of the Torah; whether he was rich or poor, sick or whole, a bachelor 
or a married man; and the duty extended to the day of death. So 
vital was the study of the Torah held to be that the Talmud Rabbis 
went so far as to declare that:a learned bastard took precedence 
over an uneducated High Priest. 

Much thought and no little discussion was devoted to the problem 
in olden days. Forty-eight qualifications were enumerated for the 
acquisition of Torah; they included reverence, cheerfulness, meek. 
ness, contentment, love of Mankind, love of: peace, charitableness. 
Be it remembered that these qualities were actually cultivated, for 
Torah study was a reality among Jews who were shrewd enough to 
realise that if Judaism is a Way of Life, the first necessity is to 
know what that way demands. As Maimonides put it, learning will 
lead to action. That also was one reason why the Scholar, the 
Talmid Chacham,. was held in high esteem. He was no Priest, no 
depository of theological or mvstical means of salvation. The 
Talmid Chacham was the man of Knowledge. honoured primarily for 
what he knew. But is was open to any Jew to acquire Knowledge. 
The facilities were there. Only good-will, devotion to the ideal, 
submission to the ordinance was what was necessary. ' 

In truth, in olden days it was a common practice for most Jews 
to strive to reach the ideal. In every Jewish community there 
were study groups. The most advanced was for the study of the 
Talmud; those who were unable to attain to that contented them. 
selves with acquiring a knowledge of the Bible. The ideal was 
alive. So much so. that in later and degenerate days devotion to 
the ideal expressed itself pathetically in merely chanting the Book 
of Psalms, frequently without even knowing the meaning of tlie 
words. 

A healthy instinct was responsible for this devotion to learning. 
Other religions may depend on Faith for their continuance ; Judaism 
is kept alive by knowledge. Ignorance is fatal to Judaism and 
Jewish life. The prophetic words are only too true: 
knowledge my people perish. 


without 
Those who rescued Judaism when 
Jerusalem was destroyed by Titus accordingly stressed the need of 
schools and of knowledge. Rabbi became a title of honour, but 
Rabbi denoted no more than Master, in the same sense as Master of 
Arts in our own day. So long as Ghetto life continued, to obtain 
this title was an achievement of which a Jew was proud, But when 
Gibetto life came to an end, the old-fashioned Yeshibot or:Colleges 
no longer served the needs of Jewry. Other times called for other 
institutions. 

It is common knowledge that the Revival of Jewish learning 
in the nineteenth century first took placeé-in Germany. It was in 
that country, accordingly, that the new institutions came into 
existence. They took the form of training colleges for Rabbis. 
For it became clear to thoughtful observers that all Jews would 
henceforth be unable to devote themselves to the study of the Torah, 
and that it was therefore necessary to provide for the dissemination 
of Torah knowledge in another way. It was*the age of Specialisa. 
tion: what more natural than to set aside Torah Specialists who 
would teach the young and instruct the adults in the Jewish Way 
.of Life ? 

The first of these institutions to be opened in Germany was the 
famous Breslau Seminary—in1854—the motherof Jewish Seminaries 
in modern times. It was due to a pious founder who saw the need 
of the time and provided the financial means for its realisation. 
Who that is interested in Jewish Learning does not recall with 
pleasure the grey house in Wall Street in Breslau? A simple 
frontage on the street, reminiscent of the houses in some old- 
fashioned English town (Cambridge is a good example) ; the splendid 
library on the ground-floor, the lecture rooms on the first 
floor and over them the residential quarters of the staff, 
not forgetting the small but attractive Synagogue. . Then the 
Garden! A fair extent of ground on what was formerly the 
town’s fortification. If those trees could speak, what interesting 
stories they might tell of problems discussed, of table talk, of human 
sympathies, of friendships cemented! For they were famous names 
who walked in that Garden in the cool of the day. Zacharias 
Frankel, the first head of the Seminary, who impressed his personality 
on the institution, a born teacher, a natural scholar ; Heinrich 
Graetz, the historian of Jewry, whose name is a household word

throughout the Jewries of the world; in a later generation, Israel 
Lewy, the most brilliant of Talmud teachers in the nineteenth 
century ; Marcus Brann, filled with a knowledge of Jewish Literature 
and Jewish History as an egg is of meat ; Saul Horovitz, a philosopher 
gifted with an economy of words. (I say nothing of the present 
teachers.) The Seminary educated teachers and Rabbis and sent 
them to all parts of the world. Its influence extended east and 
west, indirectly touching even our own Jews’ College which has 
been, and still is, German in spirit. 


The Breslau institution was a 
Beth Hamidrash in the largest sense of the word, providing for 
Jewry one of its most urgent needs—knowledge of Judaism, 

Kighteen years after the Breslau Seminary was founded a sister 
institution was opened in Berlin—the Hochschule or College for 
the Cultivation of Jewish Learning. Here, too, famous names adorn 
the records—Ceiger, Steinthal, David Cassel, Baneth. But the 
deliberate purpose of this College was freedom of teaching and 
freedom of research. That did not suit the particularists, and in 
1873, the next year, they opened a College of their own. the 
Rabbinical Seminary in Berlin, where teaching was meticulously 
orthodox. This third German institution likewise achieved splendid 
results in keeping alive Jewish learning; it is only necessary to 
recall some of its teachers to appreciate the extent of its success ° 
Hoffmann, Abraham Berliner, Jacob Barth. 

To maintain these three centres of Jewish learning called for 
an expenditure of money which for six decades the Jewish com- 
munity in Germany cheerfully provided. It realised 


even though 
in later vears the realisation may have been dim 


that the cultiva- 
tion of Jewish learning was a vital necessity for German Jewry. its 
very soul, the breath of its nostrils. It was large enough and 
affluent enough to maintain the three institutions adequately, The 


-economic consequences of the Great War in Germany also adversely 


affected the three Jewish Colleges, which were in dire straits. Help 
came from the United States, and when business and finance 
recovered in Germany, German Jewry again shouldered the burden 
of its three colleges. : 

In that black year for Germany, 1935. came the Hitler Revolu- 
tion. the meanest in history. One of its goals is to crush the Jews 
out of existence, not by pogroms; but by a policy which spells slow 
starvation. Already German Jewry is impoverished; it is never. 
theless still maintaining its three colleges. But the time cannot. be 
far distant when that maintenance will be impossible. What then? 
Are these three centres of Jewish Learning, with a splendid tradition 
to each, to be allowed to close their doors and juat cease ? 
prospect is unthinkable. There is too much at stake. 
Colleges stands for an accumulation of tradition; their libraries 
total about 100,000 volumes; their teachers. men of distinction 
in the Jewry of to-day, must be provided for. Possibly German 
Jewry in its present pligut will have to content itself with one 
college. But World-Jewry must be prepared to face the fact that 
before long even that one may become a luxury, and World-Jewryv. 
with English and American Jewry in the forefront, must be prepared 
to take active steps for the salvage of the three German colleg

Ail that is needed is a proper appreciation of. the function of 
these colleges in the economy of Jewry. is unthinkable that the 
Distribution Committee, which is allocating the collected funds, 
should not be alive to the importance of adequate assistance, in the 
most eflicient manner, to these centres of Jewish Learning seeing 
that so much money is being wasted by well-meaning but thoughtless 
workers without a plan on wild-cat schemes neither necessary nor 
desirable, a good claim may be made for the Jewish Colleges in 
Germany. We still recite prayers every Sabbath in all our Synagogues 
for the Jewish Academies in Babylon and “in all the lands of our 
dispersion,” for their heads, their teachers and their students. Here 
is an opportunity of saving these academies. The claims of Palestine 
on any sums.collected are just, and must be met. But the claime 
of the German Colleges are vital, and it is to be hoped that. public 
opinion in this country will see to it that institutions which have 
ministered to the spiritual needs of Jewry for nearly three genera 
tions will be assisted, and prevented from falling into decay,

MEETING WITH HIGH COMMISSIONER. 


The question of counteracting the propaganda of Nazi Emissaries 
to this country was one of the principal’ points raised at last 


Sunday's meeting of the Board of Deputies of Sritish Jews which 


was presided over by the President, Mr. NEVILLE J. 
(Fulham and Kensington). 

The meeting opened with a vote of congratulation which is to 
be recorded in the Minutes of the Board to its former President, 
Mr O. E. d Avigdor-Goldsmid, who represents the Anglo-.Jewish 
Association and, although she is not a member of the Board, to Miss 
Nettie Adler, upon the New Year Honours of which they have been 
the distinguished recipients. 

In his reply Mr. DAVIGDOR-GOLDSMID said he would like to think 
that in conferring the distinction upon him those in authority might 
possibly have taken into account the small services which he had 
been able to render to his Commonity both at home and abroad. 
But whatever their motives might have have been. it remained as a 
striking contrast between the attitude of this great country to the 
Jews and that of Germany (loud applause).

Joint Foreign Commiltee Report. 

The Report of the Joint Foreign Committee was presented by 
Mr. LEONARD G. MONTEFIORE, O.B.E. (Anglo-Jewish Association). 

The Report mentions the nomination of Mr. Neville J. Laski. K.C.. as the 
Committee's representative on the Advisory Council which is to co operate in 
the work of the High Commissioner for Refagees. Dealing with Germany it 
refers to the Reich Minister for Keonomics and his attempt to stop the ant 
Jewish boycott in German’ - to the foster Ling of pseudo scientific race. theorres 
and the teaching of these, and to continued arbitrary arrests. It refers to the 
plight of Jewish refugees in Afghanistan, which was the subject of an interview 
in last week’s JEWISH CHRONICLE; and expresses greit regret at the assassina 
tion of the Rumanian Premier, M. Duca 


Mr. MONTEFIORE said that as far as he could see there appeared 
to be a certain pause in the current of anti-Jewish legislation in 


Germany. The Nazi leaders would be quite willing to see the Jewish 


community in Germany shut up within the spiritual walls of an 


economic Ghetto where they might be allowed to achieve a 
certain. prosperity so long ds they provided useful means of 
bringing money into the coffers of the State. They knew that 
unemployment, even according to Nazi figures, had 
during the month of December; and one could well believe 
that those responsible for German commerce, industry and 
finance were unwilling at the moment to do anything which might 
increase that unemployment.

jut, on the other hand, suppose any 
crisis arose either internally or externally, he thought that in such 
event it was almost inevitable that they would witness a new 
épasm of anti-Jewish agitation and that the popular discontent 
would be switched on to the most vulnerable target. Mr. 
Montefiore a'so referred to the dispute with the Pastors which 
was raging in Germany just now, and asked whether. in view of 
the reports of Roman Catholic Priests, Jewish Rabbis and Protestant 
Pastors being dragged into concentration camps, any impartial 
observer would not come to the conclusion that the Jewish view 
that Nazi Germany was a tyranny, was a right and just one? There 
were people in thiscountry who were ready to believe that things 
had improved in Germany. What had improved were the methods 
of Nazi propaganda, which were very insidious and verv dangerous, 
There was no reason why the public of this country should be mis- 
informed about that which which was happening in Germany. It 
was their most important task to go on and to tell all their English 
fellow-countrymen the truth. 

After complimenting Mr. Montefiore upon thé publication of lis 
useful blue pamphlet which, he hoped, would be widely distributed, 
Mr. HARRY SAMUELS (Preston) said that in Holland and in America 
Nazi propaganda had been dealt with openly and publicly, and that 
this method had aroused the sympathy of all decent non-Jewish 
elements. In this country they had had a few incidental questions 
in Parliament raised, but there had never been a definite or satis- 
factory answer from any responsible member of the Government. 
There was the danger that the German Government might think 
that, having regard to the general tolerance of the British Govern- 


ment in these matters, they had a fertile soil in which they could 
sow their seeds and a free field to spread their propaganda. 

Mr. Percy Conen (Association of Jewish Friendly Societies) 
recalled the question which he had asked at the hast meeting of the 
Board whether the General Advisory Council for Relief and Recon- 
struction had been set up and the reply of the President that it was 
in the process of formation, and that a statement would be made 
at the next meeting. Since then, said Mr. Cohen, a leading 
article had appeared in THe Jewish CHRONICLE of January 5th. 
From it he was led to believe that the whole project had been 
abandoned. The article in question contained the statement that, “ up 
till the moment of writing, neither the General Advisory Council nor 
its Executive Committee has come into being.” The Central Advisory 
Council was one of the most vital recommendations of the Conference. 
He hoped that they would have an assurance from both the 
President of the Board and Mr. Leonard Montefiore that it was not 
proposed to abandon it. . 

Mr. H. A. GoopMAN (Adath Yisroel) referred to the speech which 
had been delivered by Mr. Harry Sacher at the Conference of the 
Zionist Federation. Mr. Sacher, said Mr. Goodman, had said 
that it was his desire that the German-Jewish problem should 
be liquidated as soon as possible. He agreed. But the manner in 
which Mr. Sacher had proposed to deal with the liquidation of this 
problem had aroused a great deal of feeling among Jewish circles 
and organisations in Germany. On the one hand, Mr. Sacher 
objected to any further help being sent to Germany for its Jewish 
population, whilst, on the other, he only desired an immigration of 
2,000 Jews from Germany annually to Palestine. But unless World- 
Jewry helped to maintain German-Jewish communal life, a stream 
of immigration which they could not control must toke place. 

Mr. 0. E. p'Aviapor-GoLpsMID (Anglo-Jewish Association) said 
that the fears which Mr. Goodman had expressed with regard to the 
situation of German Jewry should have been allayed by the publica- 
tion of the interim report of the Allocations Committee itself, which 
showed that a very considerable sum was provided for the needs of 
Jews in Germany including £10,000 for educational purposes. It 
was clear that the Allocations Committee had a sense of their 
responsibility in that direction, and he asked Mr. Goodman to be 
reassured that in future any further sums whieh might be handed 


over to them would be employed in the same fair and equitable. 


In this connection the Board should know that there were 
prospects of a further appeal in the near future. With regard to 
the organisation set up by the Conference, the position to-day was 
that the High Commissioner for Refugees would arrive in this country 
somewhere about the 25th or 26th of this month and he would be 
accompanied by one of the leading representatives of American Jewry. 
There would be sittings of the Bureau and of the High Commissioner 8 
Advisory Body in London at the end of this month, when, of course, 
the whole situation would be carefully discussed. It seemed to 
them very desirable to postpone the summoning of this Advisory 
Body set up by the Conference mntil they knew the definite lines 
upon which the High Commissioner and his body were going to 
work. When they had fall information on this question would be 
the moment to consider the desirability of calling together the 
bodies set up by the Conference. ‘ 

Mr. Percy CoHeN asked whether this body had been set up or 
was being set up. Mr. Goldsmid replied that it was in being to 
this extent, that with the exception of the representatives of the 
American Joint Distribution Committee, all the other bodies which 
had been invited, had accepted the invitation and had nominated 
representatives for that purpose. 

Mr. LEONARD G. MONTEFIORE made it clear to the Board that 
the members of the Joint Foreign Committee were fully alive to 
what had been said with regard to Nazi propaganda in this country. 
He urged, however, that one must always remember that if one 
publicly discussed measures taken, one stultified such action. He 
asked for their confidence and not to press him to say what was 
being done. 

The PRESIDENT told the Board that it was his duty to say that 
the question of Palestine continued to engage the anxious and 
earnest consideration of the Joint

report of the Aliens Committee which, in the absence of Mr. H.S

The Aliens (Naturalisation) Return for 1932 gives a list of 1,741 persons to 
whom Certiicates of Naturalisation were granted in the course of that year. 
The corresponding figures for 1931, 1990 and 1929 were 2,186, 1,409 and 1,149, 
respectively. 

‘The Committee desires to draw attention to the provisions of Section 1 (5) of 
the British Nationality and Status of Aliens Act 1933, whereby the wife of an 
alien, if not already a British subject, is not deemed to be a British subject by 
virtue of her husband’s nhaturalisation, unless she makes a declaration, within 
a period of twelve months or such longer period as the Secretary of State for 


Home Affairs may in special circumstances allow, that she desires to acquire 
British nationality. 


The Committee received a report of the activities of the Jewish Refugee 
Committee from Mr. Otto Schiff, O.B.E., and desires to place on record its warm 
appreciation of the measures taken by that Committee to render constractive 
assistance to refugees.

Municipal Corporations Ordinance. 


STEP TOWARDS SELF-GOVERNMENT ? 


SPECIAL PROVISIONS FOR TEL-AVIV. 


The Palestine Municipal Corporations Ordinance which has 
now been promulgated is regarded as the first legislative action 
taken towards the establishment of self-government in Palestine, in 
accordance with the announcement made by the High Commis. 
sioner, Sir Arthur Wauchope, at the 1952 meeting of the Permanent 
Mandates Commission of the League of Nations. 

The Ordinance sets out in detail the procedure for the estab. 
lishment of Municipal Corporations, the method of elections and 
the functions of the Corporations and Councils. At present, it 
provides for 23 Municipalities: Acre, Beisan, Beersheeba, Beit, Jala, 
Bethlehem, Gaza, Haifa, Hebron, Jaffa, Jenin, Jerusalem, Khan Yunis, 
Lydda, Majdal, Nablus, Nazareth, Ramallah, Ramle, Safad, Shefa Amr, 
Tel-Aviv, Tiberias, and Tulkarem. The High Commissioner may order 
an enquiry under the Ordinance, if it should appear to him that any 
area should by reason of the wish of the majority of the inhabitants 
become a Municipal Corporation. ‘There will be a Commission 
appointed to enquire into the matter and into the wishes of the 
inhabitants, the Commission including at least one member who is 
not an official of the Government of Palestine. After considering the 
report of such Commission, the High Commissioner may, at his 
discretion, declare the area a Municipal Corporation. He will then 
fix the date, teme and place of election and nominate officers and 
persons for the purpose of elections, and give directions as to the 
manner of holding the first and subsequent elections under the 
Ordinance, and the persons qualified to vote or be elected. 

The High Commissioner in Council may by Order increase or 
decrease the number of Councillors for any Municipal Corporation. 
He may at his discretion, if it 


appears to him necessary in the 
interests of the good 


government of Jerusalem or Haifa, having 
regard to the conditions prevailing there, nominate persons not 
exceeding two in number, to be Councillors of the Municipal Corpor 
ation of Jerusalem and Haifa respectively, and may at his discretion 
The 
Councillors shall be fit persons elected by the townsmen, as provided 
by the Ordinance. The duration of a Council shall be five years. 
The High Commissioner, it is provided, shall from time to time 
appoint Councillors to be Mayor and Deputy Mayor who shail! 
hel office for the of the Council. He may dismiss a 


dismiss from the office of Councillor any person so nominated.

Councillor to perform the duties. The High Commissioner may, 
if a Council is in his opinion acting in such @ manner as will 
render it unable to discharge its functions, order a new general 
election and fix the date, or nominate a Council or a Commission to 
perform the duties of the Council. 

No by-law made by a Municipal Council shall have effect until 
it has been confirmed by the High Commissioner. 

There will be for each Municipal Corporation a list of townsmen 
entitled to vote at the election of Councillors, which will be the 
register of voters for the Municipal Corporation. The electoral 
Committee, which will be appointed by the High Commissioner, will 
prepare the register of voters from the claims submitted by every 
person claiming to be a townsman and entitled to vote at the 
Municipal Elections. 


Tel-Aviv. 


There is a special provision in the Ordinance that all by-laws 
lawfully made by any Municipality or by the local Council of Tel- 
Aviv prior to the commencement of this Ordinance remain in full 
force and effect, in so far as they are not inconsistent with the 
provisions of the Ordinance until they are repealed by 


by-laws 
made under the provisions of this Ordinance. 


Also all existing valid 
licences and permits issued by any Municipality or by the local 
Council of Tel-Aviv will be deemed to have been issued under this 
Ordinance, and it will not be necessary to obtain any further licence 
or permit under the provisions of this Ordinance. In the case of 
all other Municipalities in Palestine, including Jerusalem, ~ every 
tinale Palestinian citizen shall be entitled to be enrolled as a towns- 
man who is not less than twenty-five vears of age,” and “ every male 
Palestinian citizen 
isubje to certain provisions if he has a pli e of residence withim 
the Municipal limits and is not Tess than thirty years of age, and 
has within the period of twelve months preceding the date of 
nomination paid taxes to an annual amount of at least one pound 
upon immovable property owned by him within. the Municipal 
limits, or Municipal rates to an amount of at least two pounds.

Disturbance at Haifa. 


MANY ARRESTS. 


A conflict occurred in Haifa between Revisionists and Labour 
last week, 58 arrests being made on both sides and several being 
injured. The cause of the trouble was the refusal of a Revisionist 
contracting firm to sign a collective agreement regulating terms of 
employing building labour which has been signed by 32 Jewish 
contractors in Haifa, with the sole exception of this firm. The 
Histadruth thereupon declared a strike on the building in the Hadar 
Hacarme!, on which the firm was engaged, and on which both 
members of the Histadruth and Revisionists were employed, the 
Revisionists being engaged to make up the shortage of hands. 

The Workers’ Council picketedthe building, and the Revisionists 
resented this, saying that they were exclusively entitled to the work 
on this building, and had only allowed four or five Histadruth 
members to take vacant jobs. The Haifa Communal Council made 
efforts at mediation, but failed to bring about a settlement. The 
Revisionists who are weak in Haifa, brought in reinforcements from 
outside, and held a procession through the main street of Hadar 
Hacarmel, which led to clashes in which Advocate Mevyerovitch, the 
Secretary of the Palestine Revisionists, was injured. The Vaad 
Leumi was invited to arbitrate in the dispute. ; 

An appeal has been issued, signed by all the Haifa contractors, 
protesting against the attitude of the Revistonist contractor. 


Graduation Ceremony at Mount Scopus. 
A BLIND SCHOLAR. 

The High Commissioner, General Sir Arthur Wauchope. Dr. J. L. 
Magnes, Chancellor of the Hebrew University, and Sir Philip Hartog, 
spoke at the third graduation ceremony of the Hebrew University. 
There were sixteen graduates including one young woman, which 
brings the total number uptoforty. The graduates include a father 
and son Ephraimi Puvshain and Levi Joseph Duvshain, the father, 
forty-three vears of age and the son twenty-three, who have taken 
their M.A. with Hebrew literature and philosophy as their major 
subjects. 

There was also a blind graduate whose success is regarded with 
special pride by the Chancellor and the Staff of the University. He 
is thirty vears of age, was born in Poland and has been in Palestine 
since 1914. He lives at the Institute of Jewish Blind in Jerusalem, 
and earns his livelihood like the other Inmates, as a basket maker. 
He took Hebrew literature as his major subject. He knows Hebrew, 
English, German and Polish, and is an expert reader in Braille of 
Hebrew and Latin characters.

Disgraceful Behaviour of Officials. 


From Mr. PASACH COHEN. 
To the Editor of THs JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—l trust you will allow me the courtesy of your estecmed journal 
in order to record my experiences in connection with my arrival and settle- 
ment in Palestine. When in England | applied for permanent permission 
to reside in Eretz Yisrael, but desiring to leave England earlier than I 
expected, the Foreign Office granted me an endcrsement as a tourist and 
at the same time advised me to apply for an immigration certificate when 
already in the country. Immediately on wy arrival | handed inmy papers 
which had been guaranteed and counter-sigeed by Barclays Bank Ltd., 
Manchester, and these were accepted as in order by the Immigration 
Department in Jerusalem. As the accredited representative of a well- 
known Manchester House, | rented premises, having to pay for sixteen 
months in advance. | 

In the meantime, my personal effects were awaiting customs clearance 
in Haifa. The regulations stipulate that free entrance is only allowed on 
somls belonging to persons already having.in their possession a certificate 
cranting permanent residence. In order to avoid having to pay heavy 
storage fees, | paid a number of calls to the Immigration Department 
requesting them to furnish me either with the certificate in question or 
with documentary evidence which would facilitate the clearance of my 
belongings, and would also help me, in so faras I should know whether 
permission had been granted me to remain in the country, so that I could 
commence business. For a tourist is not allowed to commence trading. 

I should like to record that all applicants to the Immigration Depart- 
ment are treated in a most uncivil manner, mainly by officials who are 
Jewish. Ihave myself seen German-Jewish refugees handled as if they 
were fugitives from Justice. 

After prolonged and vain efforts to get a definite reply one way or the 
other, Lasked for an interview with the Director of lmmigration, which 
was refused, and | was taken to see one of the subordinate officials. This 
official who was also a Jew, first asked me who had asked me to call and 
told me that whether | was a British subject or a black nigger made not 
the slightest difference to him, and since nobody had sent for me Il had no 
right to ask for an interview. After heated argument I elicited the 
information that the Director was absent on this day, but that my 
application would be attended to immediately, and that I would receive a 
commmanication by return of post. A week has since elapsed and I have 
heard nothing. It is not my intention to pay for the seventh time a fare 
to Jerusalem, which would in all probability be in vain. 

The problem that arises is what is a British subject to do when he is 
treated in this off-hand manner. Poles, Russians and Germans have a 
Consul to turn to. Palestine is, however, a British Mandate, and there ig 
no British Embassy to consult. Let the Government clarify the situation, 
for my experiences will not encourage other British Jews to settle in the 
country, and the influence which the British Jew can render on his fellow 
citizens is needed to-day more than ever before.

Appalling Conditions in Eastern Galicia. 


Plight of Half-a-Million Jews. 


MURDER AND ARSON. 
[From our Special Correspondent.—Lemberg ] 


A new and tragic outery of a Jewish community equalling in 
number suffering Jewry in Germany has been raised in Eastern 
Galicia, comprising about one-sixth of the entire territory of Poland, 
with a population of nearly 600,000 Jews. As in other parts of 
Poland, the Jews form about 11 percent. of the Polish ard Ukrainian 
population inhabiting the Lwow (Lemberg), Stanislawow and 
Tarnopol districts but, unlike Jews in other parts of the country, 
they aré being subjected to the treatment by their Ukrainian neigh. 
bours reminiscent of the methods of Chmielnickiand his Ukrainian 
hordes, who, in the seventeenth century, slaugbtered hundreds of 
thousands of Polish Jews. 

Ninety per cent. of the five million Ukrainians living on Polish 
soil inhabit the three districts mentioned above. A small fraction 
of them live in the larger towns, the majority living in the villages, 
which have become a veritable anti-Jewish inferno. Of the 586,000 
Jews in Eastern Galicia, 132,000 live in the villages. A number of 
them are engaged in trade—they are the shopkeepers and the 
Karczma, or public-house owners-—but the. majority, 76,000, have 
always been engaged in agriculture or in farming and shop-keeping 
jointly. In no part of Poland can there be found so many Jews on 
the land as here, where they have been farmers since the seventeenth 
century. Now Ukrainian Jew-baiting is depriving the Jewish shop 
keeper of his clients and forcing the JeWish farmer to leave the 
villages. From the priest downwards no Ukrainian will enter a 
Jewish shop. In some districts I visited I found Jewish shops 
which have not seen a customer for weeks. Special guards are placed 
outside theshops bythe young Ukrainiansto drive would-be customers 
away. In the Stanislawow districts, peasants who dared to buy in 
Jewish shops were beaten, and some suffered severe Injuries. The 
Jewish farmer, who for ages has worked with the Ukrainian on the 
same soil, is now the target of the most violent hatred. Jewish 
houses are being maliciously set on fire, and nothing is being done 
to prevent these outrages. I have on record a large number of cases 
in which the peasants refused to help Jews in. fighting the flames 
started by Ukrainian incendiaries. When the Jewish house and 
cattle were being devoured by tire they stood by jeering and 
throwing stones at the Jéws who were doing rescue work. Jews 
have received letters to “clear out of the village as otherwise we 
shall burn your house,’ and the threat bas been put into effect. 

Another terrorist method is to pelt Jewish houses at night with 
stones. There is a special organisation whose chief work is to 
plan such attacks. They go from village to village and break the 
windows of Jewish houses, leaving orders to quit lest worse should 
befall. Ina single week in November last year the windows were 
broken in all Jewish houses in seventeen Ukrainian villages, as if by 
some pre-arranged instruction. Around Stanislawow and Lemberg 
and in the Tarnopol district, there is*hardly a Jewish house in a 
village with whole window panes. 


Jews Shot by Unseen Hand. 


Not only stones come through Jewish windows; in many cases 
bullets are fired and a number of Jews have been killed in this way. 
Only recently two Jews were thus murdered by an unknown hand

near Lemberg. In another case, the doors of a house were fastened 
from outside during the night and the building set fire to. The 
inhabitants perished. Near Stanislawow a Jewish farmer was told 
to “clear out.” As he did not carry out the demand he and his whole 
family, including a religious teacher of the children, were murdered 
by night. He and his children were shot and his wife was decapitated 
with a knife. To cover up the murder the terrorists set fire to the 
house, but the fire was extinguished and the mutilated bodies came 
to light 

Cases are also recorded of unripe -corn being cut down at night 
and heft to rot, of Young trees being eut down or uprooted, of cattle 
maimed or poisoned. There are also cases of wells being poisoned, 
This has even bappened to Ukrainian peasants Who disregarding 
warnings have entered Jewish shops. 

Like the Jews, the Ukrainians form a minority, but the largest 
numerical one in Poland... But though they have several times 
joined hands with the Jews in the demand for certain rights, they 
have now become the most violent Jew-baiters in the country. Two 
Sears ago their ledaers used the peasantry in their political fights 
against the authorities. Now the Jew is made the scapegoat. Ten 
vears agd the National Committee of the Ukrainian Women published 
an appeal “To the Women of the Civilised World,” in which they 
protested against the way in which the major part of Ukraime was 
taken by Russia and her sons killed inthe war and made refugees in 
foreignlands. The Jews were the first to support this appeal. Now 
the millions of Ukrainians in Poland attack the Jews. Is this

UNITED STATES. 


New Wave of Nazi Propaganda. 


“The Art of Swaying Masses.” 


(From our Correspondent.—NrEw York.) 


The Nazi offensive against American Jews is persisting rather 
than diminishing. New branches of the “Friends of New Germany” 
have been established in a number of cities, and fresh efforts are 
being made all over the country to swing the German population on 
the side of Hitler and against the Jews. Since the flight of Heinz 
Spanknoebel, the leadership of the Nazi activities has been 
assumed by Fritz Gissibl, who has been conducting an active anti- 
Jewish campaign. Gissibl will soon leave for the West where he 
will attempt to strengthen Nazi groups. It is understood that a 
number of agitators have recently been brought over from Germany 
to work among the German-American population. 

The Berlin Correspondent of the New YOrkK TIMEs reports that 
the Nazis are building a costly propaganda machine in ‘America 
directed by “an American with great success in manipulating public 
opinion.” The movement is being skilfully directed, he declares, 
and a large number of publications are being issued in the suburbs 
of large American cities. “However poor Germany may be when 
it is a matter of paving commercial debts,’ he concludes, “ German 
resources for propaganda and political purposes are apparently 
unlimited.” 

Professor Frederick Schénemann of the University of Berlin is 
travelling around the United States delivering pro-Hitler lectures 
whenever he can get an audience. Having written a book ~ Die 
hunst der Massenbeeinfltissung The Art of Swayving Masses”), 


in which be pours contempt on American intelligence, he is now 


trying to influence that intelligence for the benefit of the Nazi 


propaganda. Professor Charles A. Beard, the noted

A particularly vicious campaign. to discredit Jews has been 
exposed by Jewish organisations. It was discovered that stickers 
were being profusely distcibuted throughout New York and New 
Jersey urging the bovcott of Gentiles by Jews.

David, serolls of 
the Law and other Jewish emblems to give them authenticity. Mr. 


Samuel Untermver announces that his organisation intends to 


locate the source of this insidious propaganda and that the stickers, 
together with other samples of Nazi propaganda, will be called to 
the attention of the Committee of the United Stafes Congress that 
is expected to be authorised at the forthcoming session to make a 
thorough investigat ion of Nazi activities in America. 

A new anti-Semitic journal called ~ THE NATIONALIST 


has 
appeared in Houston, Texas. 


The journal accuses the Jews of a 
conspiracy against the United States as well as the rest of the world, 
and declares that “three hundred thousand exiledby Hitler 
are invading America to displace our professional class."’ 

When William Dudley Pelley, the formeér psychic, suddenly 
threw off his cloak of occultism and decided to become a Jew- 
baiter, his former spiritualist followers were astonished and deserted 
him at once in latge droves. Now, however, another spiritualist 
has become a Jew-baiter. He is Mr. Frederick Heiss, who has become 
the editor of a New York Nazi paper. It is interesting to note that 
Mr. Heiss, in a recent interview with a journalist, declared that 
“Hitler was not an anti-Semite.” | 

Decent Americans, however, only feel disgust at such anti- 
Semitic ravings. Senator Tydings, of Maryland, has introduced 
into the Senate a resolution. requesting President Roosevelt to 
communicate to the Hitler Government “an unequivocal statement 
of the profound feelings of surprise: and pain experienced by the 
American people’ at the oppression of the Jews in Germany, and 
asking him to express the earnest hope of the people of the United 
States that Germany will speedily alter its policy towards the Jews 
and restore .their civil and political rights. Senator Borab, in a 
recent address to the Council on Foreign Relations, referred to the 
Nazi Government as “ destroying personal liberty, putting in prison 
and torturing men and women on account of race or religion or 
political opinions, and sacrificing all the rights of the people to the 
gratification of personal power.” 


It is learned that the World Jewish Congress, which was scheduled 
to be held in March, has been further postponed, with no definite date 
set for its convening. The American Jewish Congress has, in the mean. 
time, decided to proceed with plans for the World Congress elections.

HOLLAND. 


United Synagogues Finances. 
[From our Correspondent.— AMSTERDAM. | 


\ remaraxable degree of optimism characterises the Annual 
Report and Accounts issued by the United Synagogues of 
Amsterdam. While for the most part Jewish and non-Jewish instt- 
tutions alike in Holland are struggling with heavy deficits, the 
financial vear of the United Synagogues ends with a surplus of 3,000 
gulden. . In their introduction to the Report, the Honorary Officera 
do not overlook the gravity of the present cconomic depression 
coupled with the added problems subsequent upon the settlement 
in Holland of a large number of Jewish refugees from Germany 
requiring constant assistance. 

Apart from maintaining.the Rabbinate and the Officials of the 
Synagogues under its jurisdiction (the funds for this purpose are 


ijaken from the aggregate. income of all Synagogues, plus taxes), the 


United Synagogues also maintain a number of Jewish religious 
schools and assists very materially in financing the Seminarium 
and the Jewish higher grade school, In addition, very much is dene 
to support our own poor, and the Board of Guardians and Home 
received a subvention of more than 76,000 gulden;: while in the 
same period the City Council granted a sum of no less than 295,000 
guiden towards the upkeep of the above mentioned institution. 

The report concludes with a few interesting vital statistics. 
From records at its disposal, it is computed that at the beginning 
of 1935, the Jewish Community of Amsterdam numbered 61,400, 


AUSTRIA. 
Official Bar on Jews. 
Keep Away from Bad Gastein. 


A certificate of baptism and evidence of membership of the 
German “ race-nation” are demanded in an official notice issued by 
the Government Commissioner for the famous Austrian spa of 
Bad Gastein inviting applications for the post of Director of the resort. 

The Jewish Press complains that this notice is an infringement 
of the Austrian Constitution, and points out that it can only be 
detrimental to the resort by keeping away Jewish visitors from abroad.

SAVING HISTORICAL DOCUMENTS. 


[From a Correspondent. | 


The Institute is perhaps the most remarkable instance of 
Jewish tenacity and persistence in things cultural and especially 
spiritual. When the Great War, the Revolutions and the civil strife 
which devastated Eastern Europe for nearly seven years shattered 
the very foundations of Jewish cultural life a few intellectual 
exiles, mainly those who formed the leading elements in the Jewish 
Historical Society, in the Literary Society and the Economic Society 
of Russia as it was before the War, gathered in Berlin and partly 
also in Vilua, and set about continuing the work of those Societies 
and formed the Scientific Institute. To the members of the Jewish 
Historical Society of England the work of the Institute, if it were. 
known, would appeal especially strongly. The historical section of the 
Institute is in fact the Jewish Historical Society of Eastern Europe 
and its most important task is to save from destruction the rapidly 


perishing material which is so essential for the study of Jewish 


history and Jewish life of those regions. The value of that 
material in our eyes. naturally depends on the view we take 
of the future of our people. There can, however, be no doubt 
that the community in former Russia which included «Poland, 
Lithuania and the Baltic States was the fountain-head from which 
the Jewish Communities of the British Empire (London, Leeds, 
Gilasgow, Manchester, Liverpool—Johannesburg, Capetown and the 
Communities in Canada and Palestine) have mainly developed and 
increased, and it should be a matter of great interest to the Anglo. 
Jewish Community to have those documents preserved and studied. 

The Library of the Institute has now 40,000 volumes of books 
of Jewish interest; the archives collected thousands of old publica. 
tions (journals, leaflets, pamphlets, photographs, drawings, theatrical 
programmes, official_documents, communal pinkases), and manu. 
scripts and other objects which form respectively as regards England 
the subject of the activity of the Jewish Historical Society of 
England and of its Museum. 
and it brooks no delay, for in the present conditions of Eastern 
Europe literally tons of valuable documents are destroyed or perish 
daily, and they must be saved as quickly as possible. © Some of the 
material has already been published and the transactions of the 
Institute consist of three volumes of philological mate hal, it Volume 
of Economics and Statistics, and a large volume of historical matter 
(which contains, by the way, a certain amount of information on 
the East End of London). Several other historical volumes are in 
preparation. ‘The publications: of the Institute include also a 
Bibliography of Jewish publications issued periodically, | 

The Institute requires financial support and it is to those who 
understand the value of its work and especially to the members of 
the Jewish Historical Society of England that the Institute is 
appealing for assistance. 

‘Lhis assistance is required for just that kind of work which’ is 
so dear to theyn——the preservation of the documents of our past and 
the publication of those of them which are important for the study 
und undertaking of our present life and our future development.

The Yiddish Language. 
THE PURITY FALLACY. 

Dr. 5S. Birnbaum (a former lecturer of Hamburg University), giving 
the first of his series of lectures on “* The Origin and Characteristics of 
the Yiddish Language and the History of Its Literature,’’ at Woburn 
House on Thursday evening of last week, by invitation of the Council of 
Jews’ College, referred to the avimated battle which he said was waged 
between the champions of the modern Hebrew and modern Yiddish 
movements, and which reached its climax in the decade before the 
Great War. 

Here are a few of the arguments: “You speak of Yiddish,” the 
mivocate of this language replies to the taunt that it is only a wixture of 
other tongues, “ as being a patchwork of odds and ends fitted into German. 
‘That means that you think German a pure language. But German has 
not the least title to this claim. You need only open the dictionary to 
finda great number of Latin, French, Greek, Hebrew, Italian, Spanish, 
Slavenic and other elements. Iam not referring especially to infrequent 
words or such used only by educated aud ‘learned people, but to quite 
commen ones from everyday life as, for instance, Schuster, Wein, Reich, 
Papier, Staat, Grenze, Sack, Genera!, Kirche, lose, Partei and countless 
more. Then there are hundreds cor thousands of words which are so-called 
German only in matter; but in spirit they are merely translations, trans- 
formations of foreign words. And the vocabulary does not exhaust the 
extent to which the German language is mixed. The syntax and the style 
are plentifully interwoven with elements having their origin in other 
languages. 

The advocivte of Yiddish also pointed to the English language, and 
said that the educated person knew that English was the product of West 
Germanic dialects Scandinavian, French, Latin and other components. 
tle knew, for instance, that in the yocabulary of English—which was 
classified as a Germanic language —the Germanic element amounted only 
to about 28 per cent.; that the French e)ement used in normal comimon 
speech or writing was never smaller than 10 to 30 per cent,, and that the 
most simple language of every-day life contained words of allthe elements, 
as for instance “take, knife, egg, call, sky” (Scandinavian); ~ pay, 
second, use, people, inch, pound, school, add, correct” (Latin); ~ bomb, 
theatre, ink, faney’’ (Greek); ‘piece, carpenter’’ (Celtic) ; slight, 
lazy’ (Ola Low German): Gas, switch (Dutch) ; ‘dollar, swindler ” 
(German) ;‘‘ jubilee, camel’’ (Hebrew) and. so on. Actually there was 
not, said the lecturer, a single pure language in te world. Yiddish is as 
nixed or as pure as any language on earth.

lam in a position to say (writes a JeEWIsH CHRONICLE representative) 
that the interview which I had with Mr. Serocol Skeels at 4 o'clock on 
‘Tuesday afternoon, when he was still the candidate of the United British 
Party in the Cambridge by-election brought matters to a climax so far as 
the Executive's subsequent decision not to run him was concerned. This 
decision was finally made two hours after my interview. 

During that interview, which took place in the presence of the Chair- 
man of the United British Party, Mr. C. G. Wodehouse-Temple, I tackled 
Mr. Skeels with regard to his attitude towards Jews. He has been 
reported’ to Hiave said fa a speech in “ We figh? With Hitler 
against the Jews.” Tt was increasingly obvious to me as I listened to Mr. 
Skeels, that Mr. Wodehouse-Temple was distinctly dissatisfied with Mr. 
Skeels’ declarations on the Jewish question. In THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
of January 5th, an interview which I had had with a prominent member 
of this new party appeared, in which it was clearly stated that one of the 
clauses of the manifesto issued by the party was *'No Antagonism to 
Those of Any Religious Faith.’’ L came away on that occasion clearly 
convinced that this new party was perfectly sincere in its advocacy of 
this principle. 

I was amazed, therefore, to read the announcement that someone 
who had delivered the sort of speech about the Jews, which Mr. Skeels 
had done, should have been adopted as the candidate for this party at 
Cambridge. 

During my interview with Mr. Skeels, he talked a lot of nonsense 
about the relative virtues and vices of Sefardi Jews whom he praised up 


to the skies, and the Ashkenazi Jews, whom he utterly condemned. He 
also delivered a diatribe against *‘ the international financiers.’’ When 


| asked him if by “ international financiers"’ he meant Jews, he replied 
that many Jews were involved in “‘ this world-wide plot "'! 

Mr. Wodchouse-Temple intervened and strongly dissociated himself 
from what Mr. Skecls had just said, telling him bluntly that if he was 
going to stand as the party's candidate at Cambridge, he must conform 
strictly to the party's programme. 

Mr. Skeels, boiling with indignation, declared that he was not going 
to be muzzled. 

Afterwards, I asked Mr. Skeels to produce the name of a single 
individual who was responsible for his alleged international plot. Among 
the names which he gave were those of Mr. Warburg and Dr. Herzl. 

“ As an Englishman, Lam against Jew baiting,” said Mr. Skeels. “As 
an Englishman,"’ I asked, ** are you prepared to say that you are against 
what is happening to the Jewa in Germany” But Mr. Skeels was not 
prepared to say anything of the kind. 

l was not surprised, in view of what transpired, that this interview so 
far as the Cambridge by-election is concerned, proved somewhat fateful. 

The United British Party has now definitely dissociated itself from 
the anti-Semitic views expressed by Mr. Skeels, and has decided to put 
forward Mr. Wodehouse-Temple as its candidate for Cambridge. 


Soup Kitchen for the Jewish Poor.

From Mr. GUSTAVE TUCK 


To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
Sik,--l find myself compelled to make an °'S.0O.S8."’ appeal to the 
Community to help to feed the large number of our poor in the - East End 
who would practically starve were tt not for the beneficent work of the 
Soup Kitchen for the Jewish Poor which is now distributing food on four 
nights a week, with an extra portion on Thursday cvening for the Sabbath. 

It is pit.fal to see the endiess queue of respectable people coming 
nightly to the Kitchen. We are giving food for 4,000 to 5,000 people 
éach night. | 

It would be a real tragedy for the poor if this charity could not be 
cnabled to carry on its task. Unfortunately, donations to date have not 
reached as large a total as last Winter and I hope that your readers, who 
have on previous occasions materially helped this good work, will enable 
it to continue as before. . 

The expenditure each year is about £4,000. I should mention that 
bread, which cost us £1,057 last year, is now unfortunately dearer, 

Gur experience has shown that Jewish poor come for relief only when 
compelled by dire necessity. It is a tragic commentary on the present 
economic situation that, whereas in 1920 we were’giving food for only 450 
people a night, we are now assisting over ten times that number.

“ Watchmen of Israel” and the Boycott. 


From our Corre spond nit. 


Resolutions calling for a boycott of all German goods and ser. 
vices, until the cessation of the discrimination against Jews in 
Giermany, were unanimously adopted by a conference. couvened hy 
the “ Watchmen of Israel,” and composed of about 100 delegates 
representing Jewish institutions, friendly societies and tradesmen, 
held at the Deansgate Cafe on Sunday. My. A. Laserson presided. 
and Dr. I. Wassilevsky welcomed the delegates on tbehall of the 
“Watchmen of Israel’ Mr. Philip Guedalla moved the following 
resolution: 


That this Conference of representatives of Jewish institutions and organisa 


tions of Manchester, Salford and district calls upon the Jews of Lancashire, 
Gireat Britiin and the Empire to abstain from the purchase of German poods 
and the use of German services until such time as full equality of status and 
citizenship is restored to the lews of Germany and recommends them to buy 
primarily British and Empire products. 

The business bringing them together, he said, was the gravest that 
had faced them for the last two or three hundred years. 
They had gone through a long strugg'e for freedom and 
equality in Western Europe, and had achieved it in every 
civilised country. “Let me state just what we object to,” he 
said. “Every country bas a right to govern itself in accordance 
with its will—-if it be its will, To degrade a whole community 
toa status below the level of full citizenship simply becanse of the 
names that they bear and the God they worship and the blood that 
flows in their veins-——that is something which affects every Jew in 
every other country in the world, and it is against that thing that 
we are met here.” They knew they did not stand alone ; evervone 
who cared for freedom stood with them. They were not declaring 
m race Will they were there to protest adainst a race war. ” We 
are a very peaceful people. We do not seek disputes, but when we 
are challenged in the common human right to pray in our own way, 
and to be that which we are without suffering loss of public right 
we must make some answer; and the only question is, what is that 
answer to be?” Was it to be met only by charitable means by lindigy 
home for refugees or training them? was moreserious than that, 
Giermany was not the onlycountry with aJewish population,and they 
make it « leartothe peoples and nments of the world that 
they denied the right of any Government in the world to exercise 
that tyranny and discrimination against any law-abiding community. 
They must maintamn a permanent protest against the German 
Government's conduct, and one that it would feel. There was only 
one protest that lay within their power, and that was the boycott. 
Whether the boycott was “official " or “unofficial did not matter 


80 long as it worked and so long as it was public and open. There 
were those who said it shou'!d be done privately, in the dark, but 
thai way did not appeal to bim. The essential thing was that 
Germany must know what they were-doing. Publie boycott was 


the only effective step. 

Mr. Neville Hamwee seconded. the resolution, which was 
unanimous, mlopted. Mr. A. L. Easterman moved a resolution 
which approved of an appeal for £1,000 for the carrying out of the 
boycott in the Manchester district. Mr. Joseph Sunlight and Dr, 
Wass:tlevsky supported the resolution which was adopted. 

A further resolution, submitted by Messrs. J. Hamwee and I. 
Wolfson, appealed to the Rabbaniim and Ministers of Manchester 
and Salford to preach the boycott from their palpits, and another, 
which Mr. Blumenthal proposed and Mr. Toubkin seconded, approved 
a special boyeott week (January 28th to February, 4th! and the 
organisation of a band.of 100 volunteérs to canvass every Jewish 
house and shop in the area for the cause. Another resolution: 

That this Conference authorises the Boycott Committee to take all necessary 
steps to deal with Jewish tirms and individuals who continue to trade with, or 
buy from, Germany after three warnings have been given 
was moved by Mr. M. Cansino and seconded by Mr. E. Williamson. 

The letter from Mr. Marcus Shloimovitz, the Hon. Secretary, 
which appeared in last week's JEWISH CHRONICLE, was criticised as 
containing “ coercion.” But the Executive of the “ Watchmen ” dis- 
claimed the intention attributed to them there of posting ~ black 


lists” on Synagogue notice-boards. The letter was a personal 
expression of opinion from Mr. Shloimovitz. It was asked that a 
disclaimer should be sent to Tur JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Following the conference, a public meeting was held in the 
Deansgate Cinema, at which Dr. Wassilevsky presided. Mr. J. 
Sunlight said he felt sure his colleagues were not disturbed by the 
fact that there were no prominent leaders of the Community on the 
platform. Jt was not a question of name but of principle. The 
boyeott appeared to be the only practical weapon today. Other 
speakers were Mr. A. L. Easterman and Mr. 8S. Teff. Mr. David 
Hamoves proposed and Coun ilior D. Gouldman seconded, a vote of 
thanks to the speakers. Mr. M.Cansino thanked the propmetors of 
the Cinema, and the Dean and Canons who had consented to the 
opening of the hall (which stands on Church grounds) on that day.

The Moral of Hitlerism. 


[From our Correspondent. | 


At a meeting of the Jewish Arts Society, in conjunction with 
the Jewish Literary Association, with Mr. Nerman Joseph in the 
Chair. the Rey. Dr. A. Cohen delivered an address on “ The Moral of iy 
Hitlerism.” Manv people, he said, believed that Hitlerism was but 
a transient phase in German life, and, noting the deterioration of 
their economic position, were hoping and praying for the complete 
collapse of the Hitler regime. TE Hitlerism collapsed to-morrow, 
said Dr. Cohen, a German-Jewish problem would still remain, for 
the damage already done was irreparable, and every German was 
infected with the virus of anti-Semitism, which it would be almost 
impossible to eradicate. Referring to one phase of the regime—that 
of the effect on the children—the speaker said the warped minds of 
the Aryan children would leave its mark on the Jewish children who 
must inevitably grow up bitter and resentful against Germany. He 
advocated the policy of removing as many children as possible out 
of Germany, and aiding them to become domiciledin other countries. ' 
Dr. Cohen then described the fundamental principles of Communism 
and Fascism, and pointed out that both were harmful to the Jewish 
people. He asserted that any Jew who associated with either 
movement was doing a grave disservice to his people, as no Jew 
could divorce his personal actions from the responsibility of his 
people as a whole. The persecution of German Jewry was the first 
occasion in history when the Jew was attacked for his race and 
blood and not for his beliefs. In no country in the world had Jews 
associated themselves more in the life of the State, and contributed 
so much to the advancement of the country than in Gérmany. 
Yet for that very reason, the whole principle of civilisation was 
shattered, and instead of those services telling in favour of German 
Jewry, they had been the biggest indictment against them. That 
was the crux of the situation, and the key to the explanation of the 
Hitler revolution. Germany had realised it was the Jewish brains 
and efforts that were responsible for so many benefits to the country. 
and she had developed an inferiority complex which touched her 
pride and caused her to turn against the Jews in an endeavour to 
prosper without them. Dr. Cohen summed up his ideas for the 
solution of the problem of preventing Jewish persecution in the 
future as follows: 


1. An International force or Organisation controlling world affairs 

2 The establishment of a Jewish State in Palestine, this being the only 
wav Jewry can have a seat on the Council of Nations

BY OUR CITY EDITOR. 
A change has come over the stock matkets in the last few days. 
This follows President Roosevelt's message to Congress recommend. 
ing a revaluation of the dollar and the creation of an Exchange 
Equalisation Fund for £400,000,000. The result on the London 
Stock. Exchange has been to create activity in gold mining shares. 
Most other departments are subdued with some evidence of profit- 
taking. There is a theory that interest in home industrials for 
instance, will be diverted to the gold mining sections and that 
American money now employed in British Fands will be withdrawn, 
The effect is to produce some weakness in high-clags investment 
stocks, noticeably the Funds, and a slight reactionary tendency 
among British industrial issues. Home railway stocks are also 
giving way a little, but up to the present there has been no definite 
or decided weakness. ‘The policy on the part of most investors is 
to stand aside and watch developments in connection with the 
forcign exchanges, 


The Dollar Position. 


Some surprise is expressed with the absence of any depreciation 
in the dollar following the message to the United States Congress. 
The dollar stood around 5.15 tothe polind when the message was 
presented. Since then dollars have tended to improve against 
sterling rather than depreciate. One reason is that the sanction of 
Congress to the proposals bas not yet been given, while the 
Exchange Equalisation Fund is not operating at present. There is 
another factor in the situation, such as the buying of American 
securities on a belief that Wall Street conditions will improve. In 
fact, there is, as a general rule. a steady demand for dollars for 
commercial purposes. These are factors which, for the present, are 
holding the dollar. Depreciation may, of course, take place if the 
American threat of buying large amounts of gold in Europe 
materia'ises, but there can be no possible doubt that the authorities 
on this side have the situation well in hand, 


Pessimism Unwarranted. 

The trading community in Great Britain was not unduly dis 
turbed when the exchange value of the American dollar went.to 
$5.50 in November of last vear. That movement failed to check the 
revival in trade in this country. World trade competition through 
a depreciated dollar will undoubtedly be felt, but there is no reason 
at present to support the pessimistic views taken in some quarters 
regarding a check to business revival in Great Britain. While the 
market for gold mining shares will probably broaden out on a high 
price for the metal, there is no real basis for anticipating sharp 
depreciation in the value of other securities. Some considerable 
time will elapse before there is a free transfer of foreign balances 
from this country. The suggestion is that the reaction in British

Midland Bank Figures. 


The Midland Bank's Balance-sheet at December 3lst last gives 
a good impression of the turning of unemployed money into invest. 
ments. At that date, the investment account stood at £118,086,569. 
A year previously the figure was £93,065,351 and at the end of 1951 
£42.190.262. Advances are lower at £164,440,387 against £170,421,074 
at December. 1982, and it is not improbable that this represents the 
repayment of bank loans by traders and industrialists who are now 
doing better business. The same consideration applies to the fall 
in Deposits from £420,997,244 to £415,474,086, for in this case every 
advance has its corresponding deposit account. Cash in hand is 
slightly lower at £42,233,852. In round figures, the Midland is 
represented by 2.550 branches, 450 of which belong to affiliated 
concerns. A ful! consolidated statement of the Midland and its 
affiliates is given. 


- Standard Bank of South Africa. 


The half-yearly statement of the Standard Bank of South Africa 
dated September 50th last, takes account of South Africa's depar- 
ture from the gold standard at the end of 1932. This time the 
account is on a parity basis between the South African pound and 
sterling. In the statement twelve months previously, conversion 
of S.A. pounds to sterling was at £724 S.A. for £100 London. This 
helps to explain the substantial reduction in Bills Discounted, 
Advances, etc., from £42,754,565 to £27,348511. Investments, how 
ever, are up from £7,548,241 to £9,618,695; while cash has increased 
from £9,251,458 to £17.533,194. Gold in hand and transit increased 
from £85.380 to £115,175. On the other hand, Deposits, unlike 
ndvances, have not changed substantially although down from 
£58,784,121 to £55.806,729. Evidently the bulk of the deposits a 
vear previously were already in London. The Exchange Reserve 
Fund of £664,170 in 1952 has now been taken out of the accounts. 


Increased Profits. 


A net profit of £45,105 was earned by Henekevys, Limited, during 
the vear to October Jord, 1965. This coes against £58,795 last time. 
With the £10.029 brought into the accounts the total available 
halance is £53,153. against £46,280, of which £2,000 against £1,250 
is allocated to reserve for income tax and £7,500 to the general 
reserve. There is an item of £1,256in connection with the expenses 
of a new mortgage, and the amount carried forward to the next 
accounts is £11,576. The dividend on the Ordinary and “A” 
Ordinary shares, which rank equally except m regard to certain 
voting rights, is again 123 per cent. which absorbs £22,500. Invest- 
ments for £12,837 principally in Government securities and public 
funds are disclosed, while cash in hand amounts to £5,723. The 5s, 
Ordinary shares quoted at.

Inter-University Jewish Federation. 


The Annual Winter Council Meeting of the Federation was held 
recently in Leeds, and delegates attended from twelve Universities in 
Great Britain and Ireland. Dr. Lionel J. Stoll, who presided, drew 
attention in his report to the Congress of the World Union of Jewish 
Students held in London in August and to the re-publication of the 
JEWISH ACADEMY, the organ of the Federation. Mr. 1. L. Swift spoke of 
the cordial relations existing between the Federation and the National 
Union of Students. During the Conference, resolutions were adopted of 
far-reaching significance to the Jewish Student Movement in this country. 
It was resolved that the Federation become affiliated to the Board of 
Deputies, that a grant of £25 be made to the Achad Ha’am Lectureship at 
the School of Oriental Studies, and that constituent Societies 
co-operate with local Lodges of \he B'nai B'rith in the formation of local 
Vigilance Committees to guard against student and other anti-Semitism. 
A resolution of protest against the anti-Jewish excesses in the Rumanian 
and Hungarian Universities also was carried. The proposed Students’ 


Hostel at the Hebrew University of Jerusalem was discussed, and 


resolutions were put into effect which will bring about a definite start of 
work on the building on Mount Scopus this year. The Federation received 
valuable assistance from Professor L. Rosenhead (Liverpool University) 
and Mr. R. Powell (Leeds University) who were present at the Conference.

Carlyle on the Stage. 


PICTURE OF A DOMESTIC BEAR. 

Elizabeth Drew has contrived a most interesting entertainment 
out of the life of Thomas Carlyle, a career which searcely offers 
very much material for dramatic writing. The very paucity of 
action in the sage’s life has been the salvation of this play, * Genius 
at Home,” at the Embassy Theatre; for it has led the author to 
throw the centre of interest on to the luckless Jane Carlyle whose 
miserable fate it was to be the wife of as tempersome and diflicult 
a genius as ever imposed on an ordinary mortal on the plea of super- 
manhood. Whether this play fairly pictures the crusty, dyspeptic 
Thomas, or whetber it softens truth so as to provide a bearable 
aspect of the Carlyle home, is for the expert to decide. We are 
shown the menage in Scotland where, in pursuance of his mania 
for quiet, Thomas mews up his young wife in a bleak wilderness. 
We ses the trials of London life, with Thomas changing his study 
every month in search of quiet, while his. wife is being worn out 
in the terrible task of looking after the author of “ The French 
Revolution.” Then comes the climax of the burnt manuscript— very 
effectively yet simply achieved, although John Stuart Mills’ grief, as 
expressed by Tarver Penna, was a trifle too hysterical. The subse 
quent sketch of Thomas, purring beneath the gilded patronage of Lady 
Harriet Baring and saving his growls for his wife, brought the play 
io a convincing, if unsatisfactory, close. The significance of the 
piece rests on beautiful acting by Marda Vanne as Jane. Her art 
lifts the particular case well into the realms of a greater issue. If 
is truly a memorable performance ; sincere, restrained, convincing, 
quietly but deeply impressive. Wilfred Walters Carlyle is a 
thoroughly capable “job of work,” and lighter relief is skilfully 
haudled by Agnes Lauchan and Arthur Chesney. 


The Music Hall of Yesterday. 

The happy scheme at the Garrick Theatre of re-creating the old-time 
music-hallis bringing to light more and more of those sturdy veterans of 
va‘iety whose names once drew enthusiastic audiences to the * Halls 
where they were billed.

Other turns will be Marie Kendall with 
her family, Ted Saunders (impersonator), Lillie Laffah in her ** principal 
boy ’’ successes of forty. years ago, Joe Archer, of ** Hi, Johnny, who's 
your Tailor” fame, and Herschel Henlere will again lead the jolly old 
choruses, Modern numbers will include Renee, and Arlini, Parsian 
dancers, Harry Moore, who does marvels with paper, the Davera Trio, 
roller skaters, and the Hillcrest Four,

M. Henri Varna, that redoubtable producer of Parisian revuecs, has 
presented a show at the Prince of Wales’ Theatre thatis quite true to type 
so far as extravagant magnificence of costume and expensive variety of 
ecene are concerned, “Sourire de Paris’’ could have done with a few less 
‘ sous ’*' devoted to decor anda few more “rires.”’

Although known familiarly under
